Spanish police this 
week briefly told the 
parents of Madeleine 
McCann to put their 
travel arrangements 
on hold after receiving 
what they termed to 
be a “credible” phone 
call. 

Such detail was provided 
by the caller, that Spanish 
police asked the McCanns 
to delay a trip from Berlin 
to Amsterdam while they 
awaited a second call. 

The unidentified caller, 
who made contact using an 
anonymous pre-paid mo- 
bile phone, asked to speak 
with the McCanns directly 
upon which he would reveal 
the whereabouts of 
Madeleine. She has been 
missing for 36 days. 

Spanish police sources 
said that it did not appear 
to be a crank call and the in- 
formation was felt credible 
enough to warrant the cou- 
ple being informed imme- 
diately. 

The McCanns waited at 
the British Embassy in 
Berlin for several hours, 
but to no avail. Journalists 
travelling with the 
McCanns were also told 
that their final destination 
could be altered from Am- 
sterdam to East Midlands 
Airport. 

Portuguese police 
spokesperson Olegario 
Sousa said more than 24 
hours after the initial call: 
“I have heard nothing. My 
superiors have told me 
nothing. 

“But Spanish police 
could be confirming this 
information before they 
let us know”, Mr Sousa 
told The Portugal News on 
Thursday evening. 

He meanwhile refuted re- 
ports published last Sunday 
that police were looking in 
to a call made in Arabic, 
where references to 
Madeleine were made. 

British sources have 
since added that police are 
likely to have recorded a 
phone call in Arabic where 
nothing other than casual 
mention was made of 
Madeleine McCann. 
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Portugal has managed a 
miraculous turn-around 
when it comes to road 
traffic fatalities, and is 
now an example to both 
developing and 
industrialised countries 
around the globe fighting 
to bring down the number 
of victims. A study 
conducted by highways 
company, Estradas de 
Portugal (EP) which was 
published this week, 
reveals the number of 
road deaths in the country 
has fallen 297 percent in 
little more than a decade. 

The study found that in 1995, 
the Portuguese road fatality rate 
was 27 1 per one million inhabit- 
ants, more than double the aver- 
age for the European Union. 

Last year’s figures show that 
this figure is now 91, which is 
slightly more than five percent, 
the EU average. 

There were 40 per cent fewer 
road deaths in 2006 compared 
with 200 1 , ranking Portugal as the 
tenth safest EU country in which 
to drive a motor vehicle, a recent 
report by the European Commis- 
sion illustrated. 

Within Western Europe, 
northern countries tend to be safer 
than southern nations with the ex- 
ception of Malta, which proved 
to be the safest country in the EU 
to drive a vehicle, recording just 
over 3 5 deaths per million inhab- 
itants in 2006. 

However, these figures show 
that the EU is not on target to meet 
its goal ofhalving road deaths from 
nearly 50,000 in 2001 to 25,000 
by 20 10. During 2006, 38,600 EU 
citizens were killed in road acci- 
dents. 

Less than half of rear-seat pas- 
sengers wear seat belts in Portu- 
gal.

Woman buried her newborn 
baby, who was “perhaps alive”

Kate and Gerry took the search for their missing daughter to Germany on 
Wednesday, telling a television breakfast show they believe their daughter 
is still alive. 


A 27-year old mother of two 
has been told she can return home 
after admitting to burying her 
third child in her backyard in the 
sleepy Alentejo village of 
Bebedouro. 

In a number of reports in the 
Portuguese press, the mother 
confirmed: “I did not know 


whether or not the baby was 
alive”. 

After being charged by police, 
and classed a formal suspect in a 
homicide case, she was released 
pending further inquiry. 

She said after being questioned 
by police detectives: “I con- 
fessed, I toldpolice everything”. 

Fellow residents of 


Bebedouro reacted with anger at 
the decision by prosecutors not 
to keep the woman in custody, 
saying social services had in the 
past been asked to check on alle- 
gations that she was mistreating 
two ofher children aged seven and 
two. 

The fact that she has since con- 
fessed to having possibly killed 
her newborn baby, has incensed 
locals further. 

In comments to the daily 24 
horas, the woman, Celia Correia 
said: “I know I made a mistake. If 
I could undo the past, I would. 
There is no excuse for what I did.” 

Celia also explained that she 
was home alone with her two 
children, who she claims were 
sleeping, when the baby, a girl, 
was bom. 

“I was walking down the pas- 
sage when it happened. The baby 
fell out onto the floor and I 
fainted”, she revealed, adding: “I 
was not sure whether she was 
dead or alive when I buried her in 
the backyard. I don’t know what 
got into me”. 

Meanwhile, her 29-year old 
husband, in comments to Diario 
Noticias insisted he was unaware 
of his wife’s pregnancy. 

In recent months he has been 
working nightshifts and has seen 
considerably less ofhis wife and 
family, he argued. 


“We have to believe she is 
happy and that the Portuguese 
and British police are making all 
possible efforts to find 
Madeleine, but we are very con- 
cerned,” said Gerry McCann. 

Mr McCann said the Germany 
visit ofhimself and wife Kate was 
aimed to raise awareness of 
Madeleine’s disappearance, par- 
ticularly among German holiday- 
makers who were in the Ocean 
Club resort in the fishing village of 
Praia da Luz when the toddler 
went missing as her parents ate in 
a nearby restaurant. 

The McCanns spent fewer 
than 24 hours in Germany, where 
they had arrived from Spain, be- 
fore continuing their whirlwind 
European schedule of meetings 
and interviews to theNetherlands. 
The devoutly Catholic couple met 
Pope Benedict last weekinRome. 

In Germany, the McCanns 
were caught off-guard at a press 
conference on Wednesday when 
aradiojoumalistasked: “How do 
you feel about the fact that more 
and more people seem to be point- 
ing the finger at you, saying the 
way you behave is not the way 
people would normally behave 
when their child is abducted and 
they seem to imply that you might 
have something to do with it?” 

T o which the usually more sub- 
dued Mrs McCann responded: 
“To be honest, I don’t actually 
think that is the case. I think that 
is a very small minority of people 
that are criticising us. 

“The facts are that we were din- 
ing very close to the children and 
we were checking them very, very 
regularly. 

“You know, we are very re- 


Police initiated a search for the 
baby girl’s body after members 
of Celia’ s family took their sus- 
picions to the authorities. 

Celia had locked herself in at 
home in the days leading up to her 
giving birth. She would claim she 
was unwell when approached by 
family and friends, who had sus- 
pected she was pregnant despite 
her insistence to the contrary. 

But their suspicions were 
proven correct when, upon even- 
tually emerging from her con- 
fines, she was decidedly thinner 
than she had been in recent 
months. Fearing the worst, her 
kin demanded she confess to the 
whereabouts of the baby. 

Police have in the meantime 
refused to comment on the case, 
saying investigations are covered 
by judicial secrecy which im- 
pedes pertinent information be- 
ing disclosed to the public with- 
out prior approval from the 
prosecutor’s office. 

In the meantime, Celia Correia 
has registered her baby girl in or- 
der for her to have a normal fu- 
neral. 

“She is called Matilde Jesus 
Correia. It was my seven-year 
old daughter Marina that chose 
the name”, Celia told 24horas on 
Tuesday, after spending most of 
the day dealing with funeral 
preparations.

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Portuguese police still in the dark 

over Moroccan link 
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It is almost four weeks 
since a Norwegian woman 
said she spotted Madeleine 
McCann at a fuel station in 
Marrakech, yet Portuguese 
police confirmed this week 
they are still awaiting 
information from their 
Moroccan counterparts. 
Kate and Gerry McCann are 
planning to travel to this 
North African state at the 
beginning of next week after 
completing another leg of 
their European awareness 
campaign. 


F ollowing trips to the 
Vatican and Spain, Kate 
and Gerry McCann 
were in Germany and the 
Netherlands this week to 
publicise the search for their four- 
year-old daughter who has been 
missing for more than a month. 

Before leaving for northern 
Europe, the McCanns had a meet- 
ing with police detectives at the 
British Consulate in Portimao. 

Sources said the Tuesday 
meeting was in line with similar 
briefings given by police in the 
past, but “within the bounds of 
Portuguese secrecy laws”. 

The source added that “noth- 
ing new” was disclosed during 
the meeting. 

British Consul Bill Henderson 
told The Portugal N ews that the 
Consulate served “as a 
facilitator” and was providing 
constant “consular assistance” to 
the McCanns. 

Meanwhile, police spokesper- 
son Olegario Sousa said that 
while his colleagues are still in the 
dark over the possible sighting in 
Morocco, he admitted the wait- 
ing period of more than three 
weeks to be “normal”. 

However, in comments to The 
Portugal News, he revealed 
some impatience at police here 
not having received any informa- 
tion from Rabat. 

“Perhaps you should phone 
them”, he argued, saying Portu- 
guese police could only commu- 
nicate with their Moroccan coun- 
terparts via Interpol. 

But police in the North Afri- 
can state have maintained com- 
plete silence over the case. 

Portuguese police said they are 
also waiting for confirmation of 
whether or not the Marrakech 
fuel station where the alleged 
sighting took place is equipped 
with CCTV. 

Chief Inspector Sousa ex- 
plained: “Even if there were cam- 
eras, we still don’t know if they 
had film”.

“They told my boyfriend not 
to move while they looked under 
the bed”, she said, adding that 
police paid her another visit last 
week. 

Opting not to check under her 
bed again, they reportedly veri- 
fied the contents of her fridge, 
cupboards and pantry. 

She inquired to what she owed 
this second police visit to which 
they responded: “We are looking 
for Madeleine”. 

Russian national Sergey 
Malinka speaking to The Portu- 
gal News this week confirmed he 
is taking legal action against those 
who have tarnished his name, 
which besides some Portuguese 
and British newspapers, also in- 
clude Portuguese police. When 
questioned what the motives 
were for possible court action, he 
answered with a question of his 
own: “Wouldn’tyou do the same 
if you were in my shoes?” 

He added that police are still 
inpossession of some of the com- 
puter equipment they seized the 
day he was taken in for a mara- 
thon session of questioning. 

Police in the Algarve have 
named one suspect, an expatriate 
Briton living in the Algarve, but 
have made no arrests for lack of 
evidence. 


adamant she saw Madeleine in 
Morocco on May 9, six days af- 
ter her abduction. Police took her 
statement on May 20 and 2 1 . 

Some British newspapers re- 
ported on Sunday that British in- 
vestigators collaborating in the 
case had detected suspect cell 
phone conversations in Arabic 
referring to a “blond girl”. 

Police have also confirmed 
they have received “some” foren- 
sic results the past week, though 
admit that even if they were to es- 
tablish a DNA match with a sus- 
pect or witnesses, it could not be 
considered as conclusive evi- 
dence, as more than a dozen peo- 
ple had been in and out of the 
McCanns ’ apartment in the days 
leading up to Madeleine’ s abduc- 
tion. 

Incidentally, a source close to 
the family said Gerry McCann 
drew a similar conclusion when 
confronted with a Portuguese 
newspaper report that a sixth 
person’s DNA had been re- 
trieved from the apartment from 
where Madeleine was snatched. 

Local police did not take 
kindly to suggestions they had 
not taken a DNA sample from 
Robert Murat, their sole suspect 
in the investigations. 

“The man is a prime suspect 
in this case, what kind of profes- 
sionals would we be if we did not 
take samples?” charged Chief 
Inspector Sousa after he was con- 


fronted with a newspaper report 
quoting the police’s sole suspect 
Robert Murat as saying that po- 
lice were yet to ask him to give a 
DNA sample. 

But he has since confirmed 
that police took a second sample 
believing the first swab could 
have been “contaminated, taken 
in insufficient quantity or possi- 
bly as the first one had been lost”. 

Mr Murat has grown increas- 
ingly quiet after an interview pub- 
lished on Saturday in a British 
newspaper. 

His mother, Jennifer, with 
whom Mr Murat lives, explained 
the reasons behind their silence 
to The Portugal News: “Half of 
what has been printed is non- 
sense”, adding “We don’treadthe 
papers anymore and we stay 
updated by watching Portuguese 
television, but who have also 
been inaccurate in some of their 
reporting”. 

After the surprise house-to- 
house searches conducted this 
week in Praia da Luz in the block 
in which witness Sergey Malinka 
resides, a German womanhas told 
a Portuguese newspaper that her 
home has now been searched 
twice since May 3. 

“Three weeks ago, at around 
9am while I was still sleeping, six 
police officers, some of them 
British, entered my apartment”, 
explained Sabine Rossner in 
comments to Portuguese daily

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Antonio Pina elected Algarve tourism chief

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Deafness 
on the up 
among 
Portuguese 
youths 

Specialists have warned 
that there is an 
increasing number of 
Portuguese youths who 
are suffering from 
irreversible hearing 
problems due to 
prolonged exposure to 
loud music at nightclubs, 
rock festivals or through 
the use of devices such 
as MP3s. 

Indicating the problem to be 
of “disturbing proportions” 
two leading specialists have 
cautioned that a generation of 
youths with hearing problems 
is currently in the making. 

Throat and ear specialist 
Antonio Nobre Leitao says 
that the number of Portuguese 
youths and young adults with 
permanently hearing prob- 
lems has soared in recent 
years, which is due to the 
over-exposure to music 
above 85 decibels. 

While there are now official 
studies on the number of Por- 
tuguese that suffer from hear- 
ing problems, it is estimated 
that a million people (one in 
ten) in the country are af- 
fected. 



His name was put forward rather suddenly, 
but even so, little more than a week after it 
was first reported that ex-civil governor 
Antonio Pina was in the running for the 
position of head of the Algarve Tourism 
Board (RTA), he has now officially been 
elected to step into the shoes of Helder 
Martins as President of the RTA. 


With 24 votes in favour, seven 
against and one blank, the 6 1 -year 
old former Algarve civil governor 
officially took over on June 6 th , 
an occasion marked by the 
RTA’s annual ‘Beginning of 
Summer’ party, held that night at 
the chic Libertus bar in Albufeira. 

A new RTA executive com- 
mittee has also been elected, cho- 
sen by the 33 members that com- 
prise the Regional Committee, 
amongst which are the Regional 
Health Board, the Regional As- 
sociation for Commerce and 
Services, and the Algarve Hotel 
and Tourist Resort Association. 

Dr. Pina’ s official introduction 
to his role in the RTA took place 
during a ceremony in the Faro 
Civil Government building, and 


was witnessed by State Secre- 
tary for Tourism, Bernardo 
Trindade. 

In comments to The Portugal 
News last week, Dr Pina con- 
firmed his intention to run for the 
post of RTA chief. “There was a 
need for the role to be filled”, he 
said, adding: “When I was ap- 
proached I had to make an imme- 
diate decision”. 

Mr Pina’s successor will be 
Isilda Gomes, who became the 
Algarve’s first female civil gov- 
ernor. 

Isilda Maria Prazeres dos 
Santos Varges Gomes was serv- 
ing as vice president of the Al- 
garve Metropolitan Association 
Assembly and was once deputy 
mayor of Portimao City Hall. 


F urther warnings 
over Chinese toys 

The European Commission warned parents of babies 
and young children in Portugal Tuesday to be on the look 
out for toys manufactured in China that pose a significant 
health risk. 


The warning follows similar 
fears expressed by the Commis- 
sion earlier this year when nearly 
one thousand Chinese toys were 
removed from retail outlets in 
both Portugal and Spain. 

The Commission has alerted 
customs officials across the Eu- 
ropean Union to inspect all ship- 
ments of toys and certain other 
products from China and to con- 
fiscate those items that are con- 
sidered a health hazard. 

So far this year, about 20 per 
cent of toys manufactured in 
China and shipped to Europe 
have been found by Commission 
inspectors to contain industrial 
waste, including dirty carpet 
fluff, newspapers contaminated 
with chemicals and used instant 
noodle packaging. The inspectors 
have also detected some baby 
clothes containing harmful 


chemicals. 

“These fluffy toys with bac- 
teria or even viruses in them could 
cause children to itch if they touch 
them for a short time, or even 
cause disease over the long term,” 
the Commission said in a state- 
ment, adding that some toys have 
parts which could be broken off 
by children and swallowed. 

China is the world’s largest 
exporter of toys. Europe and the 
United States- which have strict 
safety standards regulations - 
have complained toBeijing about 
the quality of Chinese-made toys 
on several occasions. 

The European Health Com- 
missioner, Markos Kyprianou, 
told the AFP news agency last 
week that during 2006 about half 
of all goods withdrawn from sale 
in the EU because of health safety 
concerns were Chinese. 


Lisbon wants to launch 
Chinese language 
teaching project 


Portugal wants to launch a 
pilot project to teach Chinese 
in Portuguese schools, but 
needs cooperation from the 
Beijing authorities to develop 
the initiative, Lisbon’s educa- 
tion minister has said. 

Speaking Tuesday on a visit 
to Macao, Teresa Evaristo told 
Lusa the teaching of Mandarin 
in Portuguese classrooms 
would benefit both children of 
Chinese origin, by reinforcing 


cultural identity, and their class- 
mates by bringing increased em- 
ployment prospects through 
knowledge of a “language of the 
future”. 

Lisbon’s bilateral language 
cooperation project, still to get 
an official response from 
Beijing, would involve Portu- 
guese teachers being posted to 
China and Chinese teachers giv- 
ing classes in Mandarin in Por- 
tugal, the minister explained.

Egypt bans Portuguese pyramids 



The Supreme Council of Egyptian 
Antiquities has rejected a request by 
Portuguese Postal Services asking to 
use the pyramids of Giza on a collection 
of stamps to mark the election of the 
‘new’ Seven Wonders of the World. 


“Egypt completely rejects 
any attempts to place the pyra- 
mids, the sole survivor of the an- 
cient Seven Wonders to be used 
on stamps or in competitions”, 
said Zahi Hawass, chairman of 
the reputed Council. 

The Zurich-based New 7 
Wonders Foundationremoved the 
pyramids from the competition it 
is sponsoring after their inclusion 
sparked an outcry in Egypt. 

The organisation, established 
by Swiss/Canadian filmmaker 
Bernard Weber, instead lists the 
pyramids - the only original won- 
der of the world to have survived 
to the present day - as an honor- 
ary candidate for which the pub- 
lic cannot vote. 

Dating back 200 years before 
Christ, the ancient Greeks laid 
out the Seven Wonders of the 


World. 

Twenty-one sites from differ- 
ent historical periods around the 
world are still in the race, among 
them the Acropolis in Greece, the 
Statue of Liberty in the United 
States, France’s Eiffel Tower, 
the Taj Mahal at Agra, the Coli- 
seum in Rome and the Kremlin 
and Red Square in Russia. 

The public can vote online on 
www.new7wonders.com or by 
phone, with the winners to be 
announced on July 7 in Lisbon. 

Hawass has termed the com- 
petition a farce, and asked the 
United Nations Educational, Sci- 
entific and Cultural Organisation 
(UNESCO) to appoint 300 an- 
tiquities experts and intellectuals 
instead to choose the new won- 
ders based on scientific and his- 
torical criteria. 



Exports to Brazil climb 42 percent 


Portugal’s exports to Brazil increased by around 42 percent from 
January to May 2007 in an annual comparison and were valued at 
around US$ 1.3 million, officials have said. 


A source in Brazil ’ s ministry 
of development, industry and 
foreign trade told Lusa that Bra- 
zilian exports to Portugal in the 
first five months of this year fell 
by nearly three percent in rela- 
tion to 2006. 


Total two-way exchanges be- 
tween the two Lusophone states 
in the same period were valued at 
US$ 7.8 million, up by almost 
three percent compared to 2006. 

The main items in Portugal’s 
export basket to Brazil were 


pxylene, additive-free lubri- 
cants, olive oil and acrylic ropes. 

Oil, soya beans, sheet steel, 
sugar andbeefwere Brazil’ s pri- 
mary exports to Portugal in the 
first five months of the year.

Britainbacks Portugal’s 
plans to stage sum mi t 
with Africa, hopes for 
Mugabe compromise 



The United Kingdom fully supports Portugal’s plans to organize 
the delayed Europe-Africa summit later this year during Lisbon’s 
European Union presidency and hopes the two blocs find a 
“compromise” on how Zimbabwe, currently facing EU sanctions 
and travel bans on its leaders, is represented at the event, a 
British government source said. 


In comments to Lusa, the 
same UK source said: “We want 
the summit to be useful and pro- 
ductive”. The British govern- 
ment also believes “there is still 
time to find a compromise” over 
the Zimbabwe’s presence, or 
otherwise, at the summit be- 
tween the European and Afri- 
can Unions, scheduled for Dec. 
8th and 9th in Lisbon, added the 


UK official. London was among a 
group of EU capitals that cam- 
paigned against the presence of 
Zimbabwean President at a fol- 
low-up EU-AU leaders’ summit 
in 2003 to the first meeting be- 
tween the two blocs, organised in 
2000 during Portugal’s previous 
stint in Europe’s driving seat. 

The second summit was post- 
poned indefinitely due to irrec- 


oncilable rifts between Euro- 
pean and African leaders on the 
presence of Harare’s contro- 
versial head of state. 

Earlier this year, the EU ex- 
tended its sanctions against 
Zimbabwe, including an arms 
embargo, asset freezing and a 
travel ban on President Mugabe 
and the leadership of his 
ZANU-PF regime.

Portuguese Defence Minister Nuno Severiano Teixeira travels to the 
United States this week for talks with American counterpart Robert Gates 
on issues including Lisbon’s upcoming leadership of the European 
Union and Washington’s proposed anti-missile defence system, an 
official said. 


A Lisbon government official 
said that Minister Teixeira’ s 
meeting this Friday with the US 
defence secretary will include the

Shampoos 
covered by new 
chemical laws 

Legislation requiring the safety testing of tens of 
thousands of chemicals - many in everyday use 
including those in shampoos - came into effect in 
Portugal Monday. 


F or the first time, it will be up 
to industry, rather than Portu- 
gal’ s regulatory authorities, to 
prove that chemicals are safe. 

But environmental and con- 
sumer groups are saying the 
new rules do not go far enough 
and that people’s health could 
still be put at risk. 

About 30,000 chemicals are 
covered by the legislation-from 
fragrances in shampoos to 
paints and flame retardants. 
Safety data will now be re- 
quired on all of them. 

The most hazardous chemi- 
cals, which can cause cancer or 
changes in genetic material, will 
have to undergo extensive test- 
ing. 


If there is a safer alterna- 
tive, producers will have to 
use it as a substitute, unless 
there is a strong case for con- 
tinuing to market the existing 
chemical. 

The new requirements will 
be phased in between now and 
2018. Producers are already 
working together to share the 
cost of testing, which the Eu- 
ropean Commission estimates 
will be up to 10 billion euros 
spread over 1 1 years. 

But it said in a statement that 
this amount would be dwarfed 
by the benefits to health and the 
environment- 97 billion euros 
saved in health costs over the 
three decades. 
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Court absolves 
woman who killed 
abusive husband 

An Oporto Court has commended and absolved a 63-year old woman 
who killed her husband with an axe after “decades of abuse”. The 
decision was greeted with a round of applause from the approximately 
40 people who heard the court’s ruling. 



Luis Vaz T eixeira, the defend- 
ant’ s lawyer said that in 25 years 
of practising law, it was the “first 
or the second occasion” that he 
had heard people openly ap- 
plauding as a judge was reading 
out a ruling. 

During the reading, the presid- 
ing judge said that Maria 
Clementina acted in self defence 
when she killed her husband, and 
her actions averted her becoming 
yet another victim of domestic 
violence. 

In support of the ruling, the 
judge remembered the 3 9 women 
who have died in Portugal this 
year after being the victims of do- 
mestic violence. 

The panel ofjudges also noted 


that the defendant acted “under 
enormous psychological pres- 
sure” after being subj ected to four 
decades of abuse, which often 
involved the couple ’ s two daugh- 
ters, who are now in their mid- 
thirties. 

The incident that led to her 
husband’s killing took place in 
September 2004 in Oporto. 

At the time, the defendant and 
her two daughters were being 
threatened with a pickaxe to 
which Mrs Clementina re- 
sponded by defending herself 
with a kitchen axe. 

The court accepted that de- 
spite “repeatedly” striking her 
late husband on the head, her ac- 
tions were acceptable under the 


circumstances. 

The prosecution had at the 
start of the trial noted that Mr 
Clementina’ s homicide occurred 
as a consequence of the abuse he 
inflicted on his wife and children. 

Nonetheless, they had called 
on the court to find the defend- 
ant guilty of what is termed 
“privileged manslaughter”, 
which is punishable with a maxi- 
mum j ail term of five years and is 
usually applied when “crimes of 
passion” are prosecuted. 
At the end of the trial, Mrs 
Clementina said she hoped the 
verdict would serve as “an exam- 
ple”, adding that had she de- 
nounced her husband, she would 
have “suffered more”.

Portugal to oversee historic 
EU/Brazilpact 


The European Commission 
announced Tuesday that Portu- 
gal’s European Union presi- 
dency commencing on July 1 st , 
will herald the signing of an his- 
toric agreement between the EU 
and Brazil. 

Portugal’s presidency will 
oversee the creation of a pact that 
will cover science and technology 
innovation and clear the way for 
Brazil to join the International 
Thermonuclear Experimental 
Reactor project. 

European Commission Presi- 
dent Durao Barroso toldjoumal- 
ists in Brussels he welcomed the 
proposed agreement, saying: 
“Brazil is an important partner 
for the European Union. We not 
only share close historic and cul- 
tural ties, values and a strong com- 
mitment to multilateral institu- 
tions, we also share a capacity to 
make a difference in addressing 
many global challenges such as 
climate change, poverty, 
multilateralism, human rights 
and others”. 


He expressed confidence in 
Portugal ’ s ability to engineer the 
signing of the pact and pointed 
out that “by proposing stronger 
ties, we are acknowledging Bra- 
zil’ s qualification as a key player 
to join the restricted club of our 
strategic partners”. 

Science technology and inno- 
vation have gained in importance 
in Brazil and continue to do so, 
to the point where the govern- 
ment intends to double the coun- 
try’ s investment in research, 
which currently stands at one per 
cent of gross domestic product. 

Portugal will also establish an 
agreement between Brazil and 
EURATOM, the European 
Atomic Energy Committee, along 
similar lines with pacts already 
in place with other countries. 

Such an agreement would fo- 
cus on the specific field of nuclear 
fusion, promoting Brazil ’ s acces- 
sion to the EU and United States 
nuclear research proj ect. 

The proposal also addresses 
space research. Brazil is already 


Portuguese Prime Minister Jose Socrates, whose country takes over the 
rotating European Union presidency next month, said this week that he 
supports proposals by French President Nicolas Sarkozy for a slimmed- 
down EU treaty to replace the bloc’s stalled constitution project. 


President Sarkozy, speaking 
alongside the Portuguese leader 
after their meeting in the Elysee 
Palace, said: “We are in agreement 
over a new treaty that will allow 
an escape from the constitutional 
impasse”. 

Prime Minister Socrates, in 
turn, declared: “I believe we both 
share the same diagnosis of the 
situation. Europe must resolve its 
problem with the constitution”. 

Both leaders were optimistic 
over the EU’s prospects of re- 
solving its current constitutional 
deadlock, with Sarkozy saying: 
“If we are Europeans, we must 
escape from immobility and im- 
passe”. 

Mr Socrates, acknowledging 
the impasse created by French 
and Dutch voters rejecting the 
treaty two years ago, preferred 
to speak of his “confidence and 


optimism” in fixing the stalled 
constitution. 

“I know there is awareness 
among European leaders that we 
must respond to the problem and 
that we cannot ignore it or pre- 
tend it doesn’t exist”. 

The two leaders met to discuss 
Lisbon’s priorities for its 
upcoming stewardship of the 
EU, which gets under way July 
1st. Portuguese officials said, 
ahead of the encounter, that 
Lisbon’s planned Europe- Af- 
rica summit, immigration issues 
and relations between the EU 
and North African states would 
also be on the agenda. 

Socrates and Sarkozy also 
used their press conference to 
address the EU’s increasingly 
frosty relations with Russia, on 
the same day that President 
Vladimir Putin said he would 


aim missiles at Europe if the 
United States goes ahead with 
plans to deploy anti-ballistic 
missile defences in Central Eu- 
rope. 

Russia, said the Portuguese 
prime minister, should not see 
the US initiative as anything 
other than a “defensive pro- 
posal”. The project to build se- 
curity in Europe must include 
Russia, added the Portuguese 
leader, and the 27-state bloc 
should work to establish a stra- 
tegic partnership with Mos- 
cow. 

President Sarkozy said he 
would use his first meeting with 
President Putin this week, at 
the G-8 leaders’ summit in 
Germany, to hold “frank” talks 
with the Russian leader, includ- 
ing the threat to point missiles 
at Europe.

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Barroso ’s cautious 
welcome to US climate 
change plans 



European Commission chief Durao Barroso gave a cautious 
reaction Monday to United States President George W. Bush’s 
proposal for capping greenhouse gas emissions, saying he hoped it 
was headed in the right direction. 


“I see President Bush’s com- 
mitment for long-term goals to 
combat climate change as a step 
in the right direction,” Barroso 
told j oumalists in Berlin. 

Bush last week announced that 
he wanted to work with his fel- 
low leaders of the Group Eight 
wealthiest nations - who meet in 
Germany this week - to create a 
new framework to cap green- 
house gas emissions. 

Under intense international 
pressure to take action, Bush 
proposed his long-term global 
goal forreducing greenhouse gases 
but gave no indication as to the 
size of the emission cuts Wash- 
ington might commit to. 

“I am pleasedthe United States 
has used the G8 summit this 
week as an opportunity to make 
a contribution to the multilateral 
United Nations process to face 
this global challenge,” Barroso 
said. 

“I believe this has to remain the 
basis for setting and achieving 
binding, measurable and enforce- 
able targets,” he added.

A chance for 
Lisbon to 
“generate 
consensus” 
on treaty? 

Jose Manuel Barroso, head of 
the European Commission, has 
said that the forthcoming Portu- 
guese EU presidency will be a 
good opportunity for Lisbon to 
show its “capacity to generate 
consensus” to bring forward the 
bloc’s stalled treaty. 

“It would be good if Portugal 
can demonstrate, once again, its 
capacity to create consensus in 
order to accelerate the European 
constitutional process”, Barroso 
said at an international conference 
on regions in Portugal’s second 
city, Oporto. 

Barroso, a former Portuguese 
prime minister, said he sup- 
ported a “more compact” and 
“simplified” treaty, although 
this scaled-down document is not 
as “ambitious as I would like”, 
but will allow efficient decision 
making within the expanding EU. 

The European Commission 
chief also said he hoped an inter- 
governmental conference will 
held during the Portuguese EU be 
presidency, beginning July 1st, 
to seek consensus to break the 
current impasse over the treaty.

Majority of Dutch want modified EU treaty 

Nearly two years after Dutch voters rejected the EU constitu- 
tion in 2005 , a maj ority would support some form of treaty either 
in the original or modified form, according to a poll released Mon- 
day by pollster Maurice de Hond. The poll shows that 23 per cent 
of Dutch citizens are still in favour of the voted-down constitu- 
tion while another 29 per cent say they would support a modified 
treaty. Some 34 per cent of mainly eurosceptic respondents said 
they would not support any new treaty while 14 per cent were 
undecided. The Dutch public wants the treaty to change on sev- 
eral fundamental issues. F ifty nine per cent want the clauses putting 
European law above national law taken out. Another 57 per cent 
want veto rights for member states to remain on certain issues. 

Czechs protest over EU-backed US defence 
systems 

Czechs staged another protest against United States plans to 
build a radar station in their country - a proj ect backed by the EU. 
The US says that expanding the defence system will protect both 
America and Europe from any attack by Iran or other so-called 
“rogue states”. Neighbouring Poland -set to host US interceptor 
rockets - has seen similar protests. Over 2,000 people attended 
the protest last Saturday, which passed off peacefully. Protest- 
ers were of a mixed background with pensioners marching along- 
side punks and members of the far-left Union of Communist Y outh 
marching shoulder to shoulder with right-wing groups. Former 
Czech foreign minister Jan Kavan told BBC News: “To install 
American military bases here without asking the population their 
opinion on such an important issue is contrary to my perception 
of democracy”. 

EU Pumps a Further 120 million euros into 
Europe’swine trade 

The European Commission proposed Monday that at least 1 20 
million euros be spent each year on promoting European wine 
worldwide. The proposal, to cover the years 2009 to 2015, will 
form part of a wider reform of the wine sector to be unveiled by the 
EU’ s executive arm on July 4 th (see The Portugal News May 26 th 
edition). In a statement, the Commission said the 1 20 million euros 
should be a “minimum for promotion”. The campaign will help 
European wine exports at a time when the world market is increas- 
ing, according to EU Agriculture Commissioner Mariann Fischer 
Boel. The EU’s approach is being contested by Europe’s wine 
growers who would prefer to centre promotional campaigns 
within Europe where 75 per cent of the world’s wine is drunk. 

Spanish police foil one of EU’s biggest 
counterfeit gangs 

Spanish police last week dismantled a huge forgery ring making 
counterfeit euros and arrested 14 of its members, most of them 
Ghanaian nationals. Police estimate that the gang was one of the 
biggest operating in the EU. Each month, the group of criminals 
had introduced on average 60,000 euros in fake bills used to pur- 
chase goods in shops in the north-eastern Catalonia region of Spain. 
Some of the banknotes, in 20, 50 and 1 00 euro-bills, had arrived in 
Spain by plane, but the ring had also acquired a high quality printer 
to forge bills themselves in Catalonia. The police said the “forgery 
method used is considered the most dangerous at a European level”, 
and most of the phoney notes had only been detected by banks. In 
all, 6 1 people have been arrested since the investigation began in 
September 2006. Spanish police seized one million euros in fake 
bills during the course of several operations last year. 
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Shoot-out on motorway as cash van robbery goes awry 



Four hooded villains failed to pull off a 
daring robbery on the IP4 motorway after 
security guards trusted their lives to the 
safety of their armoured vehicle carrying an 
undisclosed amount of cash. 


The four attackers used three 
vehicles and abandoned two of 
them following the botched rob- 
bery, fleeing in a BMW. 

One of the cars they left be- 
hind, an Audi, had been stolen in 
a carj acking days earlier involv- 
ing a footballer from Fafe, the lo- 
cal team . 

The robbery took place at 
around 6am on Monday morning, 


with two cars being used to force 
the security van to a standstill. 

Once stationary, the security 
guards were ordered out the van. 
Upon their refusal to do so, three 
of the robbers started firing 
rounds from their shotguns at the 
vehicle, but to no avail. 

Due to the incident, traffic on 
the IP4 was diverted until around 
1 Oam that morning. 


Expats Fare Well in 
Spanish Elections 

Expatriates living in Spain have done 
better than expected in local elections, to 
the point where several of them are 
considering standing in next year’s EU 
parliamentary ballots. 



In some councils in the prov- 
ince of Alicante, these new po- 
litical groups won as many seats 
as the mainstream Spanish par- 
ties in last week’ s poll. 

Many of the successful can- 
didates are British and together 
with their Dutch counterparts 
campaigned on the issue of cor- 
ruption in local councils. San 
Fulgencio and Rojales were 
among the towns where they 
did well. 

The Independent Mediter- 
ranean Alliance (AIM) received 
more than 20 per cent of the 


votes cast in San Fulgencio, 
winning as many seats as the 
Socialists and Popular Party, 
Spain’s biggest mainstream 
parties. 

AIM’s vice-president, Mike 
Blake, says his group should 
have enough power to reduce 
urban planning corruption in 
local councils. 

Expat politicians are pleased 
with the results, but say they 
could have fared even better if 
there had been a higher voter 
turnout among non- Spanish 
European residents. 


Industry pledges to phase- 
out inefficient lamps 


Europe’ s lamp manufacturers 
have this week published details 
of an initiative to phase-out the 
least efficient household lamps 
from the European market by 
2015. 

According to industry calcula- 
tions, this initiative would lead to 
a 60 percent reduction of C0 2 
emissions from domestic lighting 
and savings of sevenbillion euros 
or 63 ,000 GWh of electricity per 
year. 

The lamp industry initiative 
comes after the European Com- 
mission presented in October 
2006 its Energy Efficiency Ac- 
tion Plan. 

The plan announced tougher 
energy performing standards for 
14 groups of products, enlarged 
to 20 at the beginning of the year. 
Street, office and household light- 
ing are among the products tar- 
geted. 

The so called “Eco-design” 
directive gives power to the EC 


to set energy efficiency require- 
ments after an economic and en- 
vironmental assessment and con- 
sultation with a “Stakeholders 
Forum”. 

On 22nd June, the Forum will 
meet to discuss the envisaged 
measures for street lighting. Also 
at the end of the month the Com- 
mission will launch the economic 
and environmental assessment 
for household lighting. 

The next step in the energy 
efficiency action plan will be the 
analysis of the National Energy 
Efficiency Action Plans that all 
member states have to present 
before 1 st July, as requested by 
the End-use Efficiency and En- 
ergy Services Directive. This leg- 
islative act establishes indexed 
targets for energy efficiency for 
member states who must present 
national action plans with sound 
measures to achieve savings of, 
on average, one percent annually 
over the next 9 years.

Portugal in the dark over EU referendum 

Foreign Minister Luis Amado has declined to say whether Portugal will hold a referendum on the future 
European treaty, arguing that the issue was a “point of reference in the negotiations” underway with EU 
partners ahead of Lisbon assuming the bloc’s presidency on July 1. 


“It’s not a question that is a 
point of reference for us, but it is 
a point of reference in the com- 
bined negotiation package, and 
Portugal, which will assume the 
responsibilities of the presi- 
dency within weeks, must take 
into consideration the position of 
its European partners and what 
they consider important in the 
negotiating process”, Minister 
Amado said. 

Mr Amado, speaking to jour- 
nalists after a meeting with his 
Finnish counterpart, Ikka 
Kaneva, said that the treaty ’ s rati- 
fication process was a “starting 
point” for countries like Germany, 
Britain and the N etherlands which 
want to “avoid a referendum”. 

He recalled that Prime Minis- 
ter Jose Socrates had stated that 
Portugal planned to hold a refer- 
endum, but that it was “too early” 
to discuss the issue. 

As far as a new draft treaty was 
concerned, Mr Amado said Lis- 
bon’ s “point of reference” is the 
draft constitutional treaty that 
got the consensus of the 27 EU 
members, but was sunk by refer- 
enda in 2005 in France and the 
Netherlands. 

Mr Amado said the bloc was 
witnessing a “new reality” and “a 
dynamic of new forces” that 
shouldbe taken into consideration 
and that Lisbon favoured a solu- 
tion that would give the EU “anew 
treaty the soonest possible”. 

F orecasting that the European 
Council meeting set for June 21- 
22 would be “hard and difficult”, 
Mr Amado expressed confidence 
that the current German presi- 
dency would do “its best” to find 
a “balance” with the hardline 
position recently taken by Po- 
land, including Warsaw’s chal- 
lenge to the proposed decision- 
taking system.

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Tariff quotas for fish products 


The European Commission tabled a 
proposal for autonomous Community 
tariff quotas for a number of fisheries 
products. This proposal, which covers 
the period 2007-2009, is aimed at 
facilitating imports from third world 
countries to supply the EU processing 
industry with raw material in order to 
maintain its competitiveness. 


The main changes compared 
to the 2004-2006 regime include 
increases of some quotas, such 
as those for cod, shrimp and an- 
chovies, the introduction of new 
quotas for fillets of cod, sole and 
hake for example, and deletion of 
some quotas such as cod liver 
and whole Alaska Pollack due to 
their poor utilisation. 

Joe Borg, European Commis- 
sioner for fisheries and maritime 
affairs said: “We need to ensure 
that our processing industry has

Dramatic increase in number 
of counterfeit cigarettes 
smuggled into Portugal 



The European Commission announced last week that the number 
of counterfeit cigarettes discovered by customs being smuggled 
into Portugal during 2006 was nearly six million compared to 2.5 
million the previous year. 


Figures produced by the 
Commission’s official survey 
office, Eurobarometer, show 
that more than 60 per cent of 
counterfeit articles seized by 
Portugal’s customs last year 
were cigarettes. 

There was also a sharp rise in 
fake textiles, medicines and 
computers with the maj ority of 
them being shipped into Portu- 
gal via Algeria, Turkey, Egypt 
and the United Arab Emirates 
from mainly China and India, 
according to Eurobarometer. 

A similar picture emerged 
across most western European 
Union states where seizures of 
counterfeit goods, overwhelm- 
ingly of Chinese origin, soared 
at Europe’s borders last year. 

EU customs officials seized 
more than 250 million fake arti- 
cles during 2006 compared to 75 
million the previous year and 


100 million in 2004. 

The increase in the amount of 
fake medicines being smuggled 
into Portugal as well as other west- 
ern EU states is of particular con- 
cern to Brussels and Lisbon. 

Eurobarometer said that the 
majority of counterfeit medi- 
cines headed for Europe are or- 
dered by unsuspecting patients 
over the Internet and they are 
delivered by post or plane. 

The most popular brand 
names are medications such as 
Cialis and Levitra, while Viagra 
also features in a counterfeit 
league table that contains “other 
serious medicines including anti- 
cholesterol, anti-osteoporosis 
and medication to control hyper- 
tension,” according to 
Eurobarometer. 

The European Taxation and 
Customs Commissioner, Laszlo 
Kovacs, told reporters in Brus- 


sels that the fight against coun- 
terfeiting has been complicated 
for customs services by 
changes inroutesused by crimi- 
nals. He said that during 2006 
more and more fake goods were 
being smuggled into Europe by 
way of the Iberian Peninsula 
from North Africa, whereas 
before, Eastern European coun- 
tries were the principal transit 
routes. 

“Counterfeiting continues 
to constitute a dangerous threat 
to our health, safety and the 
economy,” warned Commis- 
sioner Kovacs. Counterfeit 
cigarettes alone cost EU mem- 
ber states 460 million euros in 
lost tax revenues last year. 

In all, EU customs depart- 
ments made more than 36,000 
seizures of various faked goods 
in 2006, 40 per cent more than 
the previous year.

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The War of Six Days 
and Forty Years 



On the 5th of June, 1 967, Israel launched a pre-emptive war against 
Egypt, Syria and Jordan. In six days it annihilated the Arab air 
forces, defeated the Arab armies, and conquered the Sinai 
Peninsula, East Jerusalem, the West Bank, the Gaza Strip and the 
Golan Heights. It seemed like a decisive victory at the time — but 
forty years later, the outcome is still in doubt. 


By the 10th of June, 1967, the 
amount of territory under 
Israeli control had tripled. Most 
of it was the empty desert of the 
Sinai Peninsula, which was 
returned to Egypt eleven years 
later in exchange for a peace 
treaty. The Israeli government 
also decided in principle in 
1967 to give the Golan Heights 
back to Syria in return for a 
peace treaty, although that deal 
has still not happened. But no 
decision was evertakento “give 
back” East Jerusalem, the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. The 
temptation was too great. 
From the start, the Israeli- 
Palestinian dispute has been 
about two things: demography 
and land. If Israel was to be a 
Jewish state, then most of the 
Palestinian Arab population 
had to be removed, and that 
deed was accomplished during 
the independence war of 1 948- 
49. Some of the Arabs fled and 
others were driven out, but by 
the end of the war the Arab 
population of the land under 
Israel’ s control, which hadbeen 
close to a million, was only two 
hundred thousand. 


As Benny Morris, the doyen of 
the “new generation” of Israeli 
historians, put it in “The 
Guardian” in 2004 : “Pillage (by 
Jewish fighters) was almost de 
rigueur, rape was not 
infrequent, the execution of 
prisoners of war was fairly 
routine during the months 
before April 1948, and small 
and medium- scale massacres of 
Arabs occurred during April, 
May, July and October to 
November. Altogether, there 
were some two dozen cases.” So 
by 1949, Israel was an 
overwhelmingly Jewish state. 
David Ben-Gurion, the 
country’s first prime minister, 
noted in his diary: “We must do 
everything to ensure they (the 
Palestinian refugees) never do 
return.” We would now call it 
“ethnic cleansing” — no matter 
why the refugees fled, if you 
don’t let them go home again 
when the shooting stops, that’s 
what you are doing — but it was 
vital to the project of founding 
a Jewish state in former 
Palestine. And for twenty 
years, it worked. 

Before 1967, Israel was 


militarily insecure but 
demographically triumphant: 
85 percent of the people within 
its frontiers were Jewish. Then, 
with the victory of 1967, it 
showed that it had become 
militarily unbeatable, a fact that 
was confirmed by the last full- 
scale Arab-Israeli war in 1973. 
But the conquests of 1967 
revived its old demographic 
insecurities, for most of the 
Palestinian refugees of 1948 
were now back in the same 
political space as the Jews. 
Many Israelis saw the danger, 
and urged that the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip be handed 
back to the Arabs (though 
almost none were willing to 
give back East Jerusalem). A 
few brave souls even argued 
that the occupied territories 
should become the Palestinian 
state that had been promised in 
the United Nations resolution 
of 1948 that partitioned 
Palestine and created Israel. 
But most succumbed to the lure 
of the land. 

Jewish settlement in the West 
Bank began almost 
immediately. By now, forty

years on, there are 450,000 
Jews in former East Jerusalem 
and the West Bank (plus 
another 17,000 in the Golan 
Heights). None of that could 
have happened without the 
1967 victory, but the 
implication is that the 
separation of the populations 
that happened in 1 948 has been 
undone. 

All the land between the Jordan 
river and the sea is effectively 
a single political territory, 
because Israel ultimately 
controls all of it. There are now 
ten million people living in that 
space, but only a bare majority 
of them are Jews: 5.5 million, 
versus 4.5 million Palestinians. 
Since the Palestinians have a 
much higher birth-rate, they 
will become the majority by 
2015, less than a decade from 
now. 

This is what Israelis call the 
“demographic problem,” but it 
is really a political and 
territorial problem. If they want 
to hang on to the land, then they 
are stuck with the Palestinians 
who live on it. If Israel is truly 
democratic and grants all these 
people the vote, then it will 
cease to be a Jewish state. If it 
chooses to remain Jewish by 
excluding them, then it is no 
longer democratic. And yet it 
cannot bring itself to let the 
occupied territories go. 

The 1967 victory has brought 
Israel two generations of 
military occupation duties, two 


Palestinian uprisings, and a 
chronic terrorist threat. It has 
also brought it an existential 
political threat, because 
essentially what 1967 did was 
to reunite the Palestine that had 
been divided in 1948. What if, 
one day, the Palestinians 
simply accept that fact? 

Ehud Olmert, now Israel’s 
prime minister, put it bluntly in 
an interview with “Yedioth 
Ahronoth” in 2003. “We are 
approaching the point where 
more and more Palestinians 
will say: ‘We have been won 
over. We agree with (extreme 
right-wing Israeli politician 
Avigdor) Lieberman. There is 
no room for two states between 
Jordan and the sea. All that we 
want is the right to vote.’ The 
day they do that is the day we 
lose everything.”

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Pylon controversy reaches fever pitch

A high-tension pylon route presently taking shape in the region and being mapped out in accordance 
with the will of national electricity company REN is being fought against by thousands of affected 
residents across the Algarve. The lines are intended to reinforce existing energy supplies, especially 
to better cater for the summer influx of tourists. 



Initially, two alternatives were 
suggested for the route, one north 
of the Arade dam, one south of 
the Arade dam, though it was the 
latter possibility, a route which 
passes through some of the re- 
gion’s most naturally rich and 
beautiful areas, amongst which 
are Vale Fuzeiros, Silves, and 
Alcalar in Portimao, that was se- 
lected. 

Stretching from Tunes to 
Portimao, the route in fact com- 
prises two lines, a 1 50 kV line to 
reinforce and extended the exist- 
ing structure, and a 400 kV line, 
which is to be the system’ s main 
boost and will run from west to 
east of the Algarve. As well as 
significantly upping energy 
feeds in the western Algarve, 
this second more powerful line 
is also intended, in the near fu- 
ture, to create anew connection 
from the region of Alcoutim to 
Spain. 

The visual and health implica- 
tions that the structures imply 
were enough to shake the small 
Vale Fuzeiros community in 
Silves, a renowned area of re- 
gional history and cultural herit- 
age. But it has been the apparent 
lack of answers and transparency 
from the city hall that seems to 
have caused tempers to flare. 

The residents of Vale 
Fuzeiros, who have subse- 
quently formed the Vale 
Fuzeiros Inhabitants’ Commis- 
sion (VFIC), have now taken their 
campaign to the top with an offi- 
cial complaint to the Portuguese 
Ombudsman. 

Supporting their motion is an 


edict from the General Board of 
Geology and Energy (DGGE), 
published in national newspaper 
Diario de Noticias on January 
19 th , 2007, which initiated a pe- 
riod of public debate concerning 
REN’s project. 

The same edict was sent to 
Silves Town Hall and was re- 
ceived on January 4 th , 2007, re- 
questing that it be posted pub- 
licly. From the date of publica- 
tion in the Diario de Noticias, 
residents would have 1 5 days to 
obj ect to the proj ect or voice con- 
cerns. 

According to various sources, 
the edict was eventually posted 
at the beginning of April, nearly 
four months after the stipulated 
date. In failing to post the notifi- 
cation on time, Silves Town Hall 
far surpassed the critical 15-day 
period from its publication in 
Diario de Noticias. 

Another point made by the 
Vale Fuzeiros Inhabitants’ Com- 
mission in their formal complaint 
is the whereabouts of an Environ- 
mental Impact Study coordi- 
nated by the Portuguese Envi- 
ronmental Agency (APA). 

Initiated in March 2005, vari- 
ous independent entities were 
enlisted to give their recommen- 
dations, including Silves Town 
Hall and IPPAR, the Portuguese 
Institute for National Heritage 
and Regional Archaeology. 

Despite IPPAR’ s negative re- 
sponses, recommending REN 
opt for the northern route as 
seven individual sites of natural 
and historical interest around the 
Vale Fuzeiros area would be af- 


fected, it also confirmed the 
southern route did not cross any 
areas “that are officially classi- 
fied or in the process ofbeing clas- 
sified as national heritage”. 

Silves Town Hall’s contribu- 
tion to the study is yet to be made 
public. 

The study was completed in 
March 2006 and in April of that 
same year it was sent off for en- 
vironmental evaluation and li- 


censing. 

While REN have confirmed all 
necessary legal requirements 
were complied with, they also 
confirmed a number of informal 
meetings with Silves Town Hall 
were held during the process of 
the project’s completion. 

REN’s main defence for opt- 
ing for the southern route was 
“Safeguarding the protected ar- 
eas of the Arade dam, greater dis- 


tances from archaeological sites, 
to avoid passing over urban areas 
or areas of urban potential de- 
fined by Municipal Planning Di- 
rectives (PDM’s), isolated habi- 
tations, or areas of the Arade, 
Odelouca or Monchique moun- 
tainrange that integrate the REDE 
2000 nature protection plan”. 

Regarding health concerns 
REN told The Portugal News 
this week, “All required calcula- 
tions have been made and the 
project at hand presents figures 
relatively inferior to the maxi- 
mums stipulated by law”. 

The company also states, “In 
regards to electromagnetic fields, 
there is no particular relevance, 
in many cases the fields generated 
by high tension infrastructures 
belonging to the National Trans- 
port Network are inferior to 
those that people are subject to 
everyday in their own homes 
produced by low-tension”. 

REN also believes that suffi- 
cient public information was 
given, and that the reinforcements 
of the present system are neces- 
sary, given the fact the Algarve is 
increasingly affected by tourism. 

It has also emerged that the 
region of Silves is the area most 
affected by the pylons, though in 
Portimao, the historically rich 
area of Alcalar, which is famed for 
its megalithic remains, will also 
be affected. 

The neighbouring area of 
Monte do Judeu has already seen 
the construction of pylons, which 
are an extension and reinforce- 
ment of the existing network. 

One resident was surprised 
when finding a mammoth metal 
skeleton a stone ’ s throw from his 
garden boundary upon returning 
from a day out with his wife. 

Describing their reaction and 
feelings towards the structure as 
“terrible” and “distraught”, Mr 


and Mrs Cave have lived in the 
region for five years, but, in simi- 
larity with the residents of Vale 
Fuzeiros, only found out about 
the plans little over a month ago, 
long after they had been decided 
by respective authorities. 

The Portugal News tried to 
contact the town halls of Silves 
and Portimao on numerous occa- 
sions, to clarify the various ir- 
regularities and inconsistencies 
in reports, but no response was 
obtained. 

However, it appears, at least 
for the residents ofVale Fuzeiros, 
that their situation is brightening 
up. Following a public assembly 
meeting with Mayor Soares on 
Wednesday (June 6 th ), top mem- 
bers of the Vale Fuzeiros Inhab- 
itants Commission were prom- 
ised some form of action on the 
T own Hall ’ s behalf. 

Reportedly, for the first time, 
when informed of the official 
complaint waged against the city 
hall to the Portuguese Ombuds- 
man, Mayor Soares committed 
herself to help in the fight by of- 
fering transport for the VFIC to 
take their campaign to Lisbon, 
should no action be taken by the 
government in the next few 
weeks. 

“The lines will kill all hopes of 
rural tourism”, a VFIC spokes- 
person told The Portugal 
News. “There are projects in the 
pipeline that will be scratched. 
Investments will be lost”. 

Another of the VFIC’s main 
concerns is the accessibility to 
houses in case of summer fires. 

“In the past Vale Fuzeiros has 
been severely affected by the fires, 
and if these pylons do go up then 
itmay affect accessibility to highly 
populated agglomerations, espe- 
cially by air. And what person 
wants to go near lines that carry 
550 Kv of electricity?”

What can the Chamber do for you? 

It is often asked what exactly it is a Chamber of Commerce does, how it can help 
maximise the success of a business venture, and why a person or company should 
take out membership. To help clarify the role of a Chamber of Commerce and what 
exactly members can expect from it, The Portugal News took a closer look at the 
British-Portuguese Chamber of Commerce and its history. 


Established in 1 9 1 1 , the Brit- 
ish Chamber of Commerce 
(BPCC) has, for nearly a cen- 
tury, played a vital part in the 
success of a wide scope of busi- 
nesses in Portugal and their 
overall performance.

From multi-national corpo- 
rations to individuals, each 
member has his or her own rea- 
sons for joining the Chamber. 

In return, the Chamber has 
the sole mission ofbeing useful 
to all - no matter how large or 
small. 

Any company is eligible for 
membership, and all members 
benefit not only from dis- 
counts on anumber of services, 
but also from j oining a network 
of companies interested in Brit- 


ish-Portuguese commerce, with 
all the communications and op- 
portunities this implies. 

According to Chris Barton, 
one of the BPCC’s Lisbon 
Board’s directors, it is hard to 
pinpoint any single description 
of what the BPCC ’ s exact role is, 
though “The biggest common 
denominator is bringing people 
together”.

Various methods are applied 
to achieve this objective, like the 
organising of networking lunch- 
eons, cocktail soirees or dinners, 
responding to enquiries through 
monthly publications, or post- 
ing useful and updated informa- 
tion on the website. 

Politically unbiased, the 
Chamber works alongside vari- 
ous governmental bodies, irre- 
spective of political party or 
preferences, to keep abreast of 
current affairs and further en- 
couraging Portugal-UKties. 

It is a totally independent or- 
ganisation, financed solely by 
the subscriptions of members 
and through profits arising from 
Chamber events and the serv- 
ices that are provided.

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Costa da Caparica restriction starts this month 


As of next week some 700,000 
cubic metres of sand, dredged 
from Lisbon’s port, are to be 
spread along a number of Costa 
da Caparica beaches, to reinforce 
and restructure the coastline af- 
ter it was washed away earlier this 
year following harsh winter tides 
and heavy rain fall. 

Initial estimates stated that 
500,000 cubic metres of sand 
would be dredged to reinforce the 
Sao Joao beaches, though that fig- 
ure has since risen to 700,000 
cubic metres. Works are hoped to 
be complete by August and the 
first shipment of sand should ar- 
rive in the next 1 5 days. 

The first phase of Costa da 
Caparica’ s restructuring process 
started in 2006 with the replace- 
ment of all the rams on the south 
beaches. Anew costal defence will 


also be reconstructed after it was 
washed away earlier this year. 

This year, in total, the second 
phase predicts that some three 
million cubic metres of sand will 
eventually be shifted to boost the 
Caparica coastline, the first 
700,000 will take place along vari- 
ous beaches this year, the rest 
being left until 2008 . 

Minister for the Environment, 
Francisco Nunes Correia, said 
the works would allow next win- 
ter to “be calmer and more tran- 
quil”, and that it was necessary 
to do this type of work during 
summer as in winter it would not 
be possible. 

When complete, in 2008, the 
overall project should protect 
Costa da Caparica against coastal 
erosion, was seen last winter, for 
the next decade. 


Panic on subway as 
mystery gas is unleashed 
onpassengers 

Passengers travelling from the Lisbon Saldanha 
subway station one morning last week were thrown into 
a state of panic as a substance thought to be pepper 
spray was released, leaving ten of the many daily 
passengers in need of medical assistance. 


Despite at the time not being 
sure what the substance was, 
suspicions are, and were from 
the start, that in all likelihood it 
was pepper spray. 

Symptoms including itchy 
eyes and sore throats, con- 
firmed by an INEM medical 
team who offered assistance on 
the scene, boosted the suspi- 
cions, which have yet to be con- 
firmed. 

Police have, however, con- 
firmed that they have identified 
all passengers that passed 
through the station on that 
morning, combining video foot- 
age with data from the metro’ s 
system of Lisboa Viva and Sete 
Colinas ticket holders. 

PSP and PJ inspectors tried 


to collect samples and evidence, 
but reportedly the subway’s 
ventilation system prevented 
this from happening. 

An investigation is now be- 
ing carried out as to the circum- 
stances of the incident. 

No positive identification of 
suspects have as yet been con- 
firmed, though witness reports 
vary, describing between one 
and three different suspects in 
similar scenarios. 

According to police officers, 
it is possible that the incident 
was “a bad joke carried out by 
youths”. 

It is the first time in the his- 
tory of Lisbon’s subway net- 
work that the safety plan for 
catastrophes or terrorism was 
activated.

Outrage as minister calls area south of 


Lisbon “a desert” 


Minister for Public Works, 
Transport and Communications, 
Mario Lino, has caused an uproar 
by publicly declaring that the area 
south ofthe Tagus Riverwas ‘un- 
fit’ to be home to a future airport. 

During the controversial 
speech, which took place as part 
of a lunch-debate concerning the 
location for Lisbon’s future air- 
port, the Minister declared, “An 
airport cannot be built in a 
desert”. 

“Building an airport on the 
southern banks of the Tagus 


would be a megalomanic and 
pharaonic project because, be- 
side the environmental issues, 
there are no people, no hospitals, 
no schools, no hotels and no com- 
merce, so it would be necessary 
to transport thousands of people 
over there”. 

This was received with anger 
not only by those resident on the 
‘ Margem Sul ’ , but by most of the 
country.

ter’ s words, a anger that was ad- 
hered to by thousands. 

According to one of the move- 
ment’ s main organisers, 
Artistides T eixeira, it also proves 
that the “south bank doesn’ t have 
a lack of people after all”.

Thumbs up for Meia 
Praia building 


The Regional Committee for 
Coordination and Develop- 
ments has given a final 
favorable nod towards the 
Meia Praia Plan for Urbaniza- 
tion (PUMP) meaning that, if 
the document is also passed by 
Lagos ’ s Municipal Assembly, 
and subsequently the Govern- 
ment, Meia Praia will soon be- 
come home to some maj or con- 
struction. 

If given the go-ahead, the 
proj ect will be carried out over 
the next ten years and foresees 


boosting the existing popula- 
tion in Meia Praia from 7,500 
inhabitants, to 13,500. 

Some 610 hectares will be af- 
fected by PUMP, which rep- 
resents a 300 million euro in- 
vestment to create quality 
tourism in one of Lagos’ s most 
outstanding areas of natural 
beauty and history. 

Six proj ects for four and five 
star hotels have already been 
designed, as well as a confer- 
ence centre and other luxury ac- 
commodation. 


Water prices to go 
up in Vila do Bispo 


Residents in the municipalities 
of Vila do Bispo will, from July 
1 st, suffer a significant increase in 
their water bills which couldreach 
anything up to an additional 40 per 
cent and will include anew water 
treatment fee. On apositive note, 
water meter rental fees will be 
dropped. 

Residents are currently 
charged 27 cents per cubic metre 
of water, which next month could 
rise to a maximum 45 cents. 

When questioned about the in- 
flation Gilberto Viegas, Vila do 
Bispo Mayor, said that payers 
must bear in mind “no charge up- 


dates have takenplace since 2003” 
and that water “cannot be sold 
under the legally stipulatedprice”. 

On top of this an additional 
sanitisation fee will be added, a 
fixed fee of 50 cents plus a vari- 
able of 20 cents per cubic metre 
of water. 

In Lagoa the price of water was 
also raised this year, though mu- 
nicipal inhabitants are not yet 
being charged. 

Portimao residents could also 
be facing higher water fees, 
should the municipality also ad- 
here to the fixed sanitisation fee 
scheme.

Algarve wants more power 


The Algarve Metropolitan 
Assembly has shown its deter- 
mination for regionalization by 
demanding that the government 
completes the reshuffling of 
public administration, decen- 
tralizing ministries from the 
actual districted basis to a new 
model based on a five-region 
plan. 

Presentedby the PDS party, 
the motion was previously de- 
bated amongst the four benches 


- PS, PSD, CDU and the Feft 
Block - and approved by 43 of 
the 47 members. 

It was presented due to a ‘ firm 
and determined conviction’ that 
there is a need to ‘transform and 
organize the present public ad- 
ministration to create administra- 
tive regions’. 

The Assembly also requested 
that, after the next revision of mu- 
nicipal association laws, that the 
laws are ‘clearly expressed’ and 


that ‘a path for regional admin- 
istration is adequately paved’ . 

Considering regionalization a 
‘historical inevitability’ , the as- 
sociation also expressed its dis- 
appointment that in ‘33 years 
of democracy decentralization 
has not been achieved through 
municipalities’, and that the 
motion ‘evokes a progressive 
movement amongst 

populations, services and 
economy’.

Western Algarve to have its 
own international airport? 


A new airport is to be built by 
the municipalities of Portimao 
andFagos, through the conjoint 
Alvor Estuary Municipals’ As- 
sociation, which will operate as 
a fully-functional airport and 
whose runway is expected to be 
even longer and wider than that 
of Faro airport. 

Fatest technology is to be 
used in its construction and will 
permit both low-cost and private 
airlines to land in the region, at 
what will be called the Interna- 
tional Algarve Airdrome. 

It will be an upgrading of 
Portimao ’s existing municipal 
airdrome, and reports suggest 


the future runway will measure 
some 2,800 metres in length, 
nearly 310 metres more than 
that of Faro airport. 

Fagos Mayor Julio Barroso 
confirmed the airdrome is 
“equipped and destined to ca- 
ter for the entire Western Al- 
garve region”. 

A number of private inves- 
tors, mainly foreigners, are al- 
ready reportedly interested in 
the project, which aims to keep 
running and maintenance costs 
as low as possible to keep the 
airdrome feasible. 

Planning is to be initiated this 
month and should be finished 


by August. This will be fol- 
lowed by a series of legally re- 
quired environmental and finan- 
cial studies. 

Despite its limitations and a 
runway of only 900 meters, the 
Portimao Municipal Airdrome 
is the second busiest in the coun- 
try, with 12,000 arrivals and 
departures per year. 

It has recently emerged that 
Foule is also planning its own 
municipal airdrome for private 
luxury aircraft, which will have 
a 1 ,200 metre runway and is to 
be located next to the Cimpor 
factory along the Via do Infante 
A22 motorway. 


First ‘fire- 
season’ fire 
breaks out in 
Tavira 

Fast Sunday the first major 
fire to be registered during the so- 
called ‘fire season’ was reported 
in Monte Sequeira, near 
Cachopo, Tavira, and required 
seven fire-brigade units to bring 
it under control. 

It was eventually extin- 
guished at around 1 8h40, over 
three hours later, and involved 
the efforts of 1 7 fire engines and 
a helicopter. Once extinguished, 
60 firefighters remained on-site 
to monitor the area. No residen- 
tial properties were put at risk.

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particularly beautiful eyes that 
are golden with a black 
horizontal pupil. They are 
found living on trees or shrubs, 
in fields or gardens, usually on 
a broad leaf in the shade where 
it has all round vision and can 
therefore see any unsuspecting 
fly which may pass, to be 
rapidly caught and eaten. The 
feet are superbly adapted for 
clambering through the 
undergrowth as there is an 
adhesive pad on the end of 
each toe that enables it to 
climb vertically up almost any 
surface. 

Snails in all their colours and 
forms often wake up from their 
summer rest - aestivation that 
refers to summer inactivity 
during the heat, whereas 
hibernation is winter inactivity 
during the cold. When there is 
rain and humidity they start on 
their nightly rampage often 
crossing over busy highways 
leaving their shiny trails behind 
them, and making a good feed 
for birds, amphibians and 
mammals, with hedgehogs - 
Erinaceus europaeus - in 
particular, and not forgetting 
humans! When the weather 
dries up again they will return 
to their lofty or spiny position 
to continue their aestivation. 
Some butterflies abound in 
shady areas, and one notable 
example is the Tree Grayling - 
Hipparchia statilinus - an 
attractive dark, almost black 
butterfly that is relatively 
common throughout Southern 
Europe, but the variety found 
in Portugal and Southern Spain 
can be quite large therefore 
causing confusion between this 
and the Great Banded Grayling 
- Brintesia circe - that has 
much more white on the wings. 
The underwing of the Tree 
Grayling is beautifully mottled 
with greys and browns and when 
at rest this camouflage is so good 
that it is very difficult to see. 
When disturbed it will fly 
rapidly up and down pathways 
and then will apparently vanish 
again as it settles within the 
undergrowth. 

There is plenty for you to look 
out for during these hotter 
months so keep observing and 
enjoy!

The Genet - genetta genetta - 
sometimes known as a Civet Cat 
is in fact fairly common but 
rarely seen unlike the 
Mongoose. The length of the 
body and head is about 50cm 
with the tail about the same 
length. The legs are fairly short 
and therefore the height to the 
shoulder is at a maximum of 
20cm. The weight of a fully 
grown male can be just over 2 
kilos. It is a solitary animal that 
fiercely defends and marks its 
territory. Marking is achieved by 
performing a ‘handstand’ and 
squirting a foul smelling anal 
secretion up to 50cm high on the 
trunk of a tree, stone or bush. 
The Genet, like the majority of 
Portuguese mammals, is almost 
strictly nocturnal, curling up 
during the day in the hole of an 
old tree, and coming out only at 
night to hunt for birds, small 
rabbits, reptiles and 
grasshoppers. 

An interesting amphibian often 
found when the weather is heavy 
and moist is the delightful 
Stripeless Tree Frog - Hyla 
meridionalis - a small creature 
about five centimetres long and 
usually bright green with black 
markings on the head with 


At the beginning of June the colour of the spring flowers has mainly gone. The orchids, irises, tulips 
and many of the other bulbous plants are now vanishing from the surface and storing up food in their 
bulbs before starting up their life cycle again next spring, but some Gladiolus illyricus are growing 
amongst the verdant fields, the late Iris filifolia with its very long slender threadlike leaves that can 
attain a metre or more in length is still flowering on southern sandy or rocky habitats as is the violet 
Spanish Iris - Iris xiphium that is found within scrub and wasteland, sometimes in profusion. 


In particular you may see the 
beautiful Rollers - Coracias 
garrulous - on ruined buildings 
with crumbling walls that are 
their favourite nesting sites, or 
on telephone wires lining the 
roadside. These Jackdaw-sized 
birds have a chestnut back and 
wings of vivid blue tipped with 
black. 

An interesting, but rare bird that 
you might observe on marshy 
areas is the Collared Pratincole 
- Glareola pratincola - a 
delightful wader about the size 
of a small Partridge, brown in 
colour, with a bright yellow bib 
surrounded by a black line and 
a vivid scarlet mark at the base 
of the bill. This bird is 
fascinating to watch as it hawks 
over marshland after food, its 
aerobatics resembling a large 
Swallow as two long tail 
feathers protrude at the back. It 
is only a summer visitor to 
these shores and winters in 
Central and Southern Africa. 
Its nest is on dry open ground 
in a depression or can 
sometimes be deposited on a 
dried out cow-pat. 


The Egyptian Mongoose - 
Herpestes ichneumon - was 
introduced from Africa and is 
often seen hunting during the 
day. They are short-legged 
mammals that are quite large, 
the colour greyish-yellow with 
the body 55 centimetres long 
and a tail of 45 centimetres in 
length that has a bunch of hair 
at the end giving a ‘bottle brush’ 
effect. It is not unusual to see a 


The French Lavender - 
Lavandula stoechas - is also 
still around with the odd 
Foxglove - Digitalis purpurea 
- hidden deep in valleys where 
it is more moist and maybe you 
will see the last of this season’s 
Pyramidal Orchids - 
Anacamptis pyramidalis. 


the edible Globe Artichoke will 
also colour our hillsides. The 
Cardoon - Cynara cardunculus 
- has a vivid blue thistle flower 
up to 7.00cm in diameter and 
VERY prickly. Many other 
species of thistles will continue 
flowering right through the 
summer months. 


food. These elegant large 
silvery-grey birds with black 
wing tips are unmistakable as 
they glide low down with their 
wings held in a V-shape. 

A resident bird of prey in this 
region is the Black-shouldered 
Kite - Elanus caeruleus. This 
is more the size of a Kestrel, 


In many regions you will see the 
spectacular Common Poppy - 
Papaver rhoeas - colouring 
large expanses of wasteland or 
poorer cultivated cereal land 
with their vivid red flowers. 
With the onset of warmer 
weather and endless sunny days 
a large number of thistle species 
come into their own. One of the 
most spectacular is the stately 
Spanish Oyster - Scolymus 
hispanicus - a large prickly 
plant that in favourable 
conditions reaches over two 
metres high. It is covered with 
large bright yellow flowers from 
every node. A primitive form of 


A curious plant often seen on 
waste ground is the Squirting 
Cucumber - Ecballium 
elaterium. The foliage is like a 
small cucumber running along 
the ground in every direction. 
The flowers are small, yellow 
and very similar to those of the 
cultivated fruit and when ripe 
the fruits, that are about 5.00cm 
long, explode with some force 
when touched, scattering the 
sticky seeds in every direction. 
If you are passing through the 
vast Alentejo plains do look out 
for the migrant Montagu’s 
Harrier - Circus pygargus - 
quartering the land looking for 


therefore very much smaller 
than other kites and is often seen 
hovering or perching on 
telegraph poles looking, at first 
glance, more like a pigeon. 
Another migrant the gregarious, 
insect eating Lesser Kestrel - 
Falco naumanni - is slightly 
smaller and brighter coloured 
than the Kestrel. 

It nests colonially on ruins or 
buildings in the Alentejo, 
especially on the castle in 
Mertola above which it can be 
seen circling and catching 
insects on the wing, and is also 
seen on some cliff faces in the 
Algarve.

Electctricity pylons 

SIR, I read with interest the 
letter from Marcel de Bie in The 
Portugal News on 2nd June. 

The Val Fuzeiros plans are in- 
deed a disaster from the visual 
impact point of view, but I fear 
that this cuts little or no ice here 
in Portugal, the Algarve is littered 
with examples of developments 
(and I do not just mean property 
developments) which show a to- 
tal absence of taste, feeling for the 
environment or plain 
commonsense. 

As far as 400KVA power 
lines are concerned, they indeed 
are an eyesore, but unfortunately 
I 


we have to transport power from 
place to place, and underground 
is too ruinously expensive even 
for Brussels- subsidisedprojects 
like this. 

Eyesore they may well be, but 
there is a far more important and 
serious side to their erection, and 
that is the health risk that they 
entail. It is well known, but kept 
well under wraps as far as gov- 
ernments are concerned, that 
there is an undeniable link be- 
tween power lines and their mi- 
crowave emanations and effect 
on the human frame. As a start 
there is undeniable scientific evi- 
dence of a sharp increase in child- 
hood cancer in families living in 
close proximity to power lines, 
and that is only a start. A com- 
mittee recently recommended to 
the British government that they 
compulsorily purchase all houses 
sited within 150 metres of ahigh 
KVA line, and demolish the lot! 
Cost? About 15 billion pounds. 
Y ou can guess how much public- 
ity that got with Blairs boys, es- 
pecially our caring Chancellor, 
soon to be PM. 

Even that pales into insignifi- 
cance beside the Monchique saga. 
Originally the Portimao to Sines 
(for that is what it is) line was set 
to run across rather barren 
counrtyside to the east of Alferce 
andFomalha villages, andtheplan 
was promulgated after a fashion. 
That was no good for the environ- 
mentalists though. Did not the 
REN (the company responsible) 
realise that it ran within 500me- 
tresofanestofBonnelli’s Eagles. 
“OK”, said REN. “We’llresite it”. 
And they did ...right over the top 
of the two villages mentioned. 
Moreover the re-drawing of the 
line was made public on May 9th 
2006, and all objections had to be 


in by May 23rd 2006. Interest- 
ingly the public meeting to discuss 
it was called for May 22nd at 
9.00pm! 

It was time for a bit of action. 
We got a petition signed (couched 
in legal terms by my lawyer) by 
385 residents out of 503 (includ- 
ing a few notarised thumb- 
prints), we contacted every pa- 
per we could, and here we had 
very valuable help from The Por- 
tugal News as well as a full page 
in the Correio de Manha. When 
the local bigwigs saw the way the 
wind was blowing, they threw 
their weight behind us and that 
gaverisetothe Mayor’s ‘overmy 
dead body’ speech at the last 
minute meeting. Of course you 
did not miss the funeral Mr. 
deBie, because there was not one. 
In June we received notification 
that a new route was mapped out, 
missing the villages. Indeed it is 
now nine tenths built. 

The residents of Val de 
Fuseta, must plug the health risk 
line threatened, nobody gives a 
damn for beauty here.

Roads from page 1 

Greece has now taken over top 
spot as the most dangerous of the 
old 15 EU member states in 
which to drive a car. Last year, 
just over 150 road deaths per one 
million inhabitants were re- 
corded, while Ireland proved to 
be the third most dangerous with 
92 fatalities per million inhabit- 
ants, and Italy the second most 
dangerous with 112. 

But the last country in the en- 
larged 27 member EU you would 
want to drive in is Lithuania, where 
225 people per one million of the 
population were killed in road ac- 
cidents during 2006 - the worst 
death rate in the whole of the EU 
followed by Latvia with 170 fa- 
talities per million inhabitants. 

Meanwhile, official figures 
have confirmed that 36 percent 
of all drivers, who were killed on 
Portuguese roads in 2005 had al- 
cohol levels in their bloodstream 
above the legal limit of 0.5g/l. 

The findings were made by the 
National Road Authority, and 
further revealed that 28 percent 
of all pedestrians killed in Portu- 
gal were also legally drunk. An 
additional 20 percent of passen- 
gers who died in traffic accidents 
also had high levels of alcohol in 
their bloodstream. 

Since the beginning of the year, 
330 fatalities were reported, 
which is six up from the same 


comparative period in 2006. 
However, the number of serious 
injuries is down 174 to 1,228 in 
relation to last year. 

In a related story, the govern- 
ment said it is distributing 200 
speed radars among the coun- 
try’s various traffic law enforce- 
ment authorities. The radars are 
to be placed at “priority” sites 
along national roads . 

The equipment will be placed 
in disguised boxes in unmarked 
police vehicles to measure the 
speed and take photographs of 
drivers exceeding the limit. “This 
measure is aimed at reducing the 
number of deaths and injuries on 
Portuguese roads”, saidAscenso 
Simoes at the presentation of a 
study commissioned to find ways 
of reducing traffic accidents. 

A campaign will also be 
launched in the coming weeks to 
raise awareness among drivers 
that “speed kills”. 

The study further revealed the 
full extent deaths on Portuguese 
roads have had on society. Be- 
tween 1986 and 2006, a total of 
39,096 people lost their lives in 
traffic accidents. A further 
1 87, 1 37 suffered serious injuries, 
while more than a million reported 
slight injuries. In addition to loss 
of life, road traffic accidents have 
cost the taxpayer in excess of two 
billion euros.

Davison points out that one in 
three people fail to recognise the 
signs of a heart attack, delaying 
an average of 90 minutes before 
calling an ambulance, and so die 
before they get to hospital. 

“We want people to become 
more aware of heart health and 
symptoms so they avoid a heart 
attack in the first place. After a 
heart attack people can suffer life- 
long debilitation because their 
heart muscle has been perma- 
nently damaged. 

“Although treatment is im- 
proving all the time, and death 
rates are dropping, more and more 
people are having to live withheart 
and circulatory problems which 
could be avoided through making 
simple lifestyle changes.”

WHO’S AT RISK? 

: : In general, heart attacks are 
more common in elderly people, 
and up to the age of 50 more com- 
mon in men than women. It is 
thought that women may have a 
hormonal protection before the 
menopause which reduces their 
risk of heart attack.

WHAT ARE THE 
SYMPTOMS? 

Symptoms can come on sud- 



denly, but sometimes the pain 
develops more slowly. It can 
sometimes feel like severe indiges- 
tion. 

Most heart attacks cause ex- 
treme pain in the centre ofthe chest. 
It’s often described as heaviness, 
squeezing or crushing and may 
come on suddenly, causing a per- 
son to collapse. 

The pain can also be a dull chest 
pain that may spread to the arms, 
neck, jaw, face, back or stomach. 
The person may be pale, sweaty 
and breathless, and possibly suf- 
fering nausea or vomiting. 

Women especially can experi- 
ence other symptoms such as diz- 
ziness, nausea, weakness, sweat- 
ing and fainting with or without 
chest pain during an attack. 
WHAT SHOULD I DO? 

:: Emergency medical treatment 
is vital. You should call 999 for 
urgent medical attention if you 
have the symptoms - delay can 
kill. Yet four out of 10 people 
preferto ‘waitandsee’ ifthepain 
gets better, and around 64% would 
call someone else first, like a friend 
for advice, according to the Brit- 
ish Heart Foundation. 

Professor Peter Weissberg, 
BHF medical director, points out: 
“Every second counts when you 
are having a heart attack. The 
quicker you call 999 the greater 
your chances of survival. Unfor- 
tunately, too many people waste 
vital minutes questioning their 
symptoms. 

“Central chest pain is the most 
common warning of aheart attack, 
but it does not have to be excruci- 
ating to be a serious problem.”

AHEARTATTACK? 

: : CHOLESTEROL 

Cut down on saturated fats in 
your diet to help loweryour blood 
cholesterol. Avoid sausages, burg- 
ers, biscuits, cakes, pastries and 
dairy products, which can lead to 
fatty deposits in your coronary 
arteries. “Get your cholesterol 
level checked and if it’s high be 
aware that saturated fats are hid- 
den in foods like pastries, pies and 
biscuits,” Davison advises. 

: : DIET 

Eat more healthy food like 
fresh fruit and vegetables, oily 
fish, lean meat, wholegrain bread 
and cereals - this can help look af- 
ter your arteries and your heart. 

"EXERCISE 

People who are active halve 
their risk of getting heart disease. 
T aking half an hour of moderate 
exercise a day (around 1,000 
steps) will help. “At first split it 
into three 10-minute sessions if 
thatmakes it easier and either walk, 
swim or cycle. You just need to 
raiseyourheartrate comfortably, 
it does not have to be a strenuous 
gym workout,” Davison says. 

:: SMOKING 

If you are a smoker, you’re 
twice as likely to have a heart at- 
tack so give up now. From the 
moment you stop smoking the 
risk of a heart attack starts to re- 
duce. 

:: ALCOHOL 

Check your alcohol intake: 
binge drinking increases your risk 
of a heart attack. One to two units 
a day is acceptable. The daily maxi- 
mum is three to four units for men, 


and two to three for women. 
"WEIGHT 


Learn to manage stress levels. 
“If things get on top of you, you 
may fail to eat properly, smoke 
and drink too much and so in- 
crease your risk ofaheart 
attack,” Davison says. 

: : For further informa- 
tion about keeping your 


stressed or damaged. A study of 
48,000 patients found those with 
the highest levels had the highest 
death rate. 

By routinely testing heart pa- 
tients on admission to hospital, 
doctors can predict those most at 
risk and target them for intensive 
treatment. 



Statistics now show 
that around half the 
population is over- 
weight, and obesity 
greatly increases your 
risk of heart problems. 

F ind out if you are obese 
and talk to your doctor 
about moderating your 
diet and starting an exer- 
cise programme. 

: : SALT 

Cut down on salt, be- 
cause too much can lead to high 
blood pressure. Davison says: 
“Around 75% of salt intake comes 
from processed foods and others 
such as sausages andbacon. Check 
food labels - as a guide 1 .2g of salt 
per 100 is high, while 0.25g or less 
is low. 

:: FAMILY TREE 

Get your blood pressure and 
cholesterol levels checked by 
yourGP, especially ifyou have a 
family history of coronary heart 
disease or diabetes.

than a hint of home about it. But 
similarity is only half the story. 

There are red phone boxes dot- 
ted around, pillarboxes too - sur- 
viving from the reign of George 
VI.

I can’t help noticing, parked in 
a windswept yard along the sea- 
front, a double-decker London 
bus. A number 3 8, its destination 
board is still set to Victoria Sta- 
tion. And it is still advertising 
performances of Les Miserables 
and Phantom Of The Opera at the 
other end of the world. 

It is obviously a tour bus, but 
sitting here with the South Atlan- 
tic crashing behind, it looks as odd 
as Dorothy ’ s Kansas house in the 
land of Oz - as if the old 
Routemaster had been picked up 
by a whirlwind as it chugged 
through the West End and trans- 
portednearly 13,000 kilometres. 

Outside the supermarket - 
where Waitrose branded goods 
are on sale - there is a small line of 
4x4s. But you only have to glance 
at the barren rocky headland 
across the bay, or the rugged 
mountains outside town, to 
know that these could not fairly 
be called ‘ Chelsea tractors ’ . 

This is not just a British town 
which got a bit lost - this is the 
southernmost capital in the 
world, the last stop before Ant- 
arctica for thousands of cruise 
ship passengers every year. 
They disembark from gigantic 
liners moored nearby to swell the 
population of Stanley for an af- 
ternoon, drinking tea or queuing 
to pick up a penguin - a fluffy one 
- from the souvenir shop. 

F or all the similarities to home, 
the sense that I have arrived at 
the Ends of the Earth is inescap- 
able. Despite the surprisingly 
warm summer sun, the South 
Atlantic winds blasting along the

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to a bay called Gypsy Cove to see 
my first penguins. On the way Mr 
Bonner, the cab driver, points out 
the rusting hulk of the Lady Eliza- 
beth, one of several romantic 
wrecks long since run aground in 
the area. Built of cast iron in Sun- 
derland in the 1 9th century, her 
three masts andnarrow shape give 
her the look of a lost pirate ship. 

Outside Stanley I see the 
‘camp’ - from the Spanish word 
‘campo’ for countryside. 

A place where sheep outnum- 
ber people more than 200 to one, 
theFalklands landscape is wild, 
barren and eerily beautiful. Tree- 
less and covered in gorse, ‘white’ 
grass and peat bog it is part Heb- 
ridean, part Martian. 

The cove itself is an Eden with 
perfectwhite sand and vividblue 
water. But the beach is out of 
bounds - 25 years after a war that 
left a legacy of more than 100 mine 
fields, it is still ‘suspect’. Only 
the penguins venture onto the 
sands - apparently too light to set 
off mines. 

Beside the path, hundreds of 
them are waddling around on the 
grass, others peering from bur- 
rows, heads waggling. These are 
Magellanic penguins, a variety 
which nest underground. 

But the real show-stoppers 
are the maj estic king penguins. A 


two-hour Land Rover drive from 
Stanley, easily arranged through 
local tour firms, takes visitors to 
Volunteer Point. The path to the 
beach here is marked by a surreal 
mix of sheep, geese and 
Magellanic penguins. I arrive at 
the sea in time to watch a wave of 
larger gentoo penguins pouring 
over a miniature sandy cliff and 
heading into the water. 

But it is only as I glance behind 
me that I see what at first looks 
like a crowd of tourists dressed 
inblack cagoules. Walking closer, 
a colony of kings comes into fo- 
cus. Surprisingly tall and 
unnervingly curious, there are 
500 breeding pairs here. 

Back in town I stay in the 
Upland Goose, the hotel made 
famous by war correspondents 
after the liberation of Stanley in 
1 982. With clumps of lupin in the 
front garden and whitewashed 
walls it could be a British seaside 
boarding house. But I never did 
spot Basil Fawlty. Inside it 
serves up full English breakfasts 
and, later, fish and chips - 
Patagonian Toothfish, I’m told. 

While the tin-roofed houses of 
Stanley are instantly recognis- 
able from archive television foot- 
age of 1 982 1 have seen over the 
years, much has clearly changed 
about the place since then. 


Those who were here at the 
time are struck by how Stanley 
has doubled in size. New houses, 
new cars, new aspirations are 
everywhere. But with only 4,000 
people - most of whom live in or 
near Stanley -the islands look set 
to retain their unique, remote, 
identity in a shrinking world. 
There is no Starbucks, no 
McDonalds, no Tesco. 

No visitor to the F alklands can, 
or should, avoid the legacy of 
what happenedhere 25 years ago. 
Just outside town, mountains 
that became household names in 
1982 - Tumbledown, Two Sis- 
ters, Harriet - still vividly tell the 
story of what happened. 

Shell holes have now filled up 
to become peaty pools and occa- 
sional rusty remnants of battle 
lie around. On top of Tumble- 
down a proud cross sits on top 
of a cairn honouring the men of 
the Scots Guards who fell in one 
of the last battles of the war. 

A day excursion by Land 
Rover to the west of the main is- 
land of East Falkland takes in 
Goose Green, the remote sheep- 
farming settlement where in May 
1982 the first and one of the fierc- 
est land battles of the war took 
place. On the road in from the 
forlorn Argentinian cemetery at 
Darwin we stop off to visit the

(sent in by Priti from Lewisham) 
Ingredients 
1 lOg butter 
1 75 g caster sugar 
1 75g self-raising flour 

1 level tsp baking powder 

2 large eggs 

finely grated rind of 1 large or 
2 small lemons 
60ml milk 
Drizzling Sauce 
Ingredients 
3tbsp granulated sugar 
juice of the lemons 
To prepare: 

Pre-heat the oven to 180C/ 
350F/Gas4. Lightly grease a 450g 
loaf tin. 


Put everything except the 
sauce ingredients in a food proc- 
essor and whiz until really 
smooth (the mixture is quite 
runny). Pour into the prepared 
loaf tin and bake in the pre-heated 
oven for 40-50 minutes. 

Meanwhile, dissolve the sugar 
for the sauce in the lemon juice. 

Test that the cake is done by 
inserting a metal skewer into the 
centre. If it comes out clean it’s 
okay. 

Place the cake, still in its tin, 
on a cooling rack and prick all over 
with a skewer. Spoon over all the 
sugar/lemon liquid and leave the 
cake in the tin until quite cold.

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Chelsea update 




Top designers made a welcome return to traditional planting at this 
year’s Chelsea Flower Show, with old-fashioned favourites such as 
lupins, irises, peonies, achillea and cranesbill geraniums featuring in 
the rich, overflowing planting schemes. 


Varying shades of blue, lilac 
and purple were in abundance 
and many plants that could eas- 
ily grow in our own gardens 
were at the fore, from catmint 
(nepeta) and salvia to oxalis, 
delphinium and campanula. 

Purple alliums were every- 
where, popping up through wispy 
ornamental grasses like big round 
lollipops, while deep burgundy 
heucheras plants provided im- 
pressive contrast against silvery- 
leaved plants. 

Deep purple salvia were an- 
other popular choice in planting 
schemes, many of which were 
dotted with yellow achillea 
plants to provide splashes of 
brilliance against deeper hues. 

If Chelsea is to set the trend, 
we should be seeing more struc- 
tured designs coming into our 
own gardens than in previous 
years, with angular geometric 
shapes, straight pathways lead- 


ing to pretty garden seating, 
clipped boxes and other carefully 
shaped topiary, with water-sav- 
ing and recycling techniques 
also coming into their own. Gim- 
micks are out. Beautiful, im- 
mense borders are in. 

Dominant spiky plants such as 
cordylines have been replaced by 
softer plantings, more colour and 
some daring combinations of or- 
ange, gold and burgundy. Orange 
lilies were planted next to bur- 
gundy ‘Queen of Night’ tulips, 
while yellow achillea perennials 
and vibrant red crocosmias made 
some planting schemes sizzle. 

History has provided a big in- 
fluence in this year’s show - from 
Chris Beardshaw’s garden, cel- 
ebrating 100 years of Hidcote 
Manor and inspired by its creator 
Lawrence Johnston, to ‘ Scent of a 
Roman’, the Leeds City Council 
garden, with a Yorkshire theme 
influenced by historical evidence 


of a Roman settlement in Leeds. 

Some designers stuck with 
contemporary ideas - Andy 
Sturgeon created a modem am- 
phitheatre and a contemporary 
pavilion inspired by modem 
Japanese architecture in his 
Cancer Research UK garden. 
His planting scheme was more 
muted than others - and not an 
allium in sight! 

Gardening maverickDiarmuid 
Gavin’s Westland Garden also 
had a modem twist, featuring a 
wood-cladded pavilion featuring 
two glass studio spaces and two 
bubble chairs from metal rafters 
which looked like they were 
straight out of the 60s. 

If you want to follow Chel- 
sea’s trend, make sure it’s your 
plantings that make the state- 
ment - the surrounding build- 
ings, steps and stones should 
fade into the background.

What’s in store 


Madge and John Measures 


With some herbs, especially 
annual ones, you may want to 
preserve the leaves for use later 
in the year. We have used a 
microwave for this with excel- 
lent results. First wash the 
newly gathered leaves then 
put them in the microwave on 
top heat for a maximum of a 
minute at a time. Test fre- 
quently and once the leaves 
are almost dry test every ten 
seconds or so until they are 
ready to store being very care- 
ful not to dry them too long as 
they can easily catch on fire ! 
Y ou will find that drying them 
in this way will retain their 
wonderful colour. 

Sage - Salvia officinalis - 
is one of our favourites as it 
also makes an attractive 
flowering shrub in the spring 
with masses of lilac flowers. 
Once it has finished flower- 
ing cut off the dead flower 
heads. It can grow to a height 
of 80cm with a spread of up 
to a metre. It is fully hardy 
and grows well in a well 

Allium 

These bulbs, otherwise known 
as ornamental onions, have in- 
creased in popularity in the last 
decade and quite rightly so, as 
they are easy to grow and pro- 
vide large lollipop flowers in 
shades of purple, pink and white 
in early to mid- summer. 

They come in all different 
sizes, although most are between 
30-90cm tall. There’s the me- 
dium-sized A. christophii, but if 
you want a real statement look 
to the giants - A. ‘ Globemaster ’ , 
which bear flowerheads 20cm 
across and A. giganteum, which 
reaches 1 ,5m or more and stand 
out in the crowd. 

They will hold attention long 
after they have faded, the struc- 
tural seed heads standing tall, 
adding to the planting scheme. 
If you’re planting theminabor- 
der, surround them with orna- 
mental grasses which will hide 
the strappy leaves, which start to 
die away before the flowers 
bloom and can look a little tatty. 

To add rhythm to a planting, 
repeat through the border in 
small groups. Plant them in full 
sun, in well-drained soil in the 
autumn. 


drained, rich soil mixture in full 
sun or partial shade. In early 
spring it is best to cut it back to 
remove any dead wood. 

There are several varieties of 
thyme available including Thy- 
mus citriodorus - the Lemon 
Scented Thyme and Thymus 
vulgaris the culinary garden 
thyme both with lilac flowers. 
Grow in a well drained soil mix- 
ture in full sun close to the edge 
of a flower border where you can 
really appreciate the scent. 

Mint is another popular herb 
that is used with potatoes and 
peas in particular. It is a spread- 


ing perennial that can ‘take 
over’ your garden if you are 
not very careful. Therefore it 
is better to keep its roots un- 
der control in small herb beds 
or large containers as it will 
spread far and wide if well 
watered. Alternately, if you 
have no small beds, put it in a 
large pot and sink this in the 
garden. Periodically lift the 
pot and cut the roots if they are 
escaping from the bottom of 
the pot. It grows well in a moist 
soil mixture in full sun. It is 
better to remove the lilac flow- 
ers as they appear.

BOOK REVIEW 


Falling Man 

By Don DeLillo, is published 
in hardback by Picador. Avail- 
able now. 

Since his monumental Un- 
derworld, Don DeLillo has un- 
derstandably been producing 
shorter works; if that was a 
magisterial secret history of 
America in the twentieth cen- 
tury, this could be taken as the 
coda required since September 
11th, 2001. 

It’s told through one sepa- 
rated couple, tentatively reu- 
nited after he narrowly escapes 
the World Trade Centre’s col- 
lapse - but this being DeLillo, 
he ’ s made sure that his protago- 


nists and their circle give him all 
the perspectives he needs on a 
time when “Nothing seems ex- 
aggerated anymore”. 

She works with Alzheimer’ s 
patients, whose vertiginous 
terror of “the breathless mo- 
ment when things fall away” 
seems to become endemic in a 
city where old certainties no 
longer apply; his regular poker 
game with friends lost in the at- 
tack was encompassed by in- 
creasingly restrictive rules for 
rules’ sake, mirroring the 
glimpses we are given of the hi- 
jackers as they radicalise to- 
wards the fatal day, which re- 
call in turn the deadly serious 
spirit of the games the couple’ s 


son plays. 

The way in which these 
glimpses of strategies for mak- 
ing sense of the world coalesce 
and then flip into each other is 
kaleidoscopic; at times if s also 
cinematic, while still being 
aware of (and avoiding) cin- 
ema’s little evasions and 
elisions. 

If the book has a flaw, it’s 
that sometimes the dialogue and 
internal monologues are almost 
too faithful to the patterns of 
reality; what one can follow in 
one’s own head, or accompa- 
nied by non-verbal cues in con- 
versation, becomes dizzying in 
textual isolation. 

And the book’ s final section, 


set three 
years on 
amid 
anti-war 
protests, 
isn’t 
quite the 
equal of 
the 2001 
material - 
if only 
because 
there’s 
not been enough distance for 
anyone to get the same grasp of 
an age still underway as DeLillo 
shows earlier with those first 
shocking days. If s a stunning 
achievement nonetheless.

best known for their 1 976 songs 
Jailbreak and The Boys Are Back 
in Town, both major interna- 
tional hits still played regularly 
on hard rock and classic rock ra- 
dio stations. However, Lynott 
died in January 1986, a victim of 


drug abuse . In the summer of the 
same year the band members 
reunited for the Self Aid concert 
in Dublin with Bob Geldof step- 
ping in on lead vocals. The re- 
maining members of Thin 
Lizzy: John Sykes and Scott 
Gorham are the only ‘classic’ 
members left, after Brian 
Downey declined to join the 
band, describing it as “too dis- 
organised”, when they reunited 
in 1 999 for a European tour and 
live album.

Fundraisers are being planned to 
accompany every upcoming Ocean’s 
Thirteen premiere. ««»» DreamWorks 
Animation plans to produce two more Shrek 
movies before shutting down the franchise, 
CEO Jeffrey Katzenberg has told the 
Australian newspaper The Age. “It’s a finite 
story, has been from the beginning and I 
think that’s part of its integrity, part of its 
strength, that we're not thinking this up as 
we go,” he said in an interview with the 
Melbourne newspaper. “Ultimately we will 
come back to understand how Shrek arrived 
in that swamp. We will reveal his story.” 
Although acknowledging that he is 
committed to making movies that will make 
money for DreamWorks’ investors, 

Katzenberg maintained that he himself never 
thinks about money.

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Mind your manners 



A recent study found that most parents think bad table manners 
could harm a child's future career and relationship prospects. So, 
why aren’t some children being taught basic manners, and how can 
parents make sure their kids are polite. 


The younger generation's lack of 
manners has long been lamented 
by their elders, with the finger 
of blame pointed at parents who 
don't teach their children to be 
polite. 

And at the centre of the debate 
is dinner time, with decent table 
manners seen as a barometer for 
general politeness. 

For most children, table 
manners are learned during 


very reason that parents are 
encouraged to eat with their 
children whenever possible. 
Parents are very conscious that 
what children leam at home will 
influence their life chances. One 
of the best places to demonstrate 
this is at the table, sharing a meal 
with the family, eating good food 
and talking to each other. Not 
saying 'please' or 'thank you' is the 
worst thing children and teens 


The modern social etiquette 
lessons are taught by Sean 
Davoren, head butler at 
London's Lanesborough Hotel, 
and author of Manners From 
Heaven. 

He says: "Teaching manners is 
hard work - it's all about leading 
by example, and persistence. 
"You do need to sit at a table 
with the children to eat meals 
together at least three or four 


Teach them the right way 

It's easy to assume that your child is purposely using bad 
manners, when in fact, he just needs a lesson or two. Be 
specific when you teach your child, and remember that many 
follow-up lessons will be necessary. So instead of saying, 
"Don't be so rude!" you can respond this way, "It's impolite to 
belch at the table, but if you do, it's proper to say 'excuse me'." 



Here are a few suggested 
good manners to practice at 
home: 

* Wash your hands before 
sitting down. 

* Leave toys, books, and pets 
behind. 

* When you sit down, place 
the napkin in your lap. 

* Sit up straight and don’t 
slouch. 

* Ask politely for dishes to be 
passed. Never reach across 
the table. 

* Wait until everyone is 
seated and served before 
starting to eat. If grace is 
said, wait to eat until it is 
completed. Don't giggle 
during grace. 

* Never chew with your 
mouth open. 

* Never talk with a mouth full 
of food. 

* Use utensils quietly without 
banging them on the table or 
plate. You should place your 
knife softly on the edge of the 
plate when not in use. 

* Never wave or throw 
utensils. 

* Keep your knife out of your 
mouth. 

* Never play with your food. 

* Never grab food from other 


people's plates. 

* Ask politely for seconds if you 
want them. 

* Ask to be excused from the 
table. 

* Clear your plate from the 
table and take it into the 
kitchen. 


Remember, good manners 
are important and make 
meals more enjoyable. You 
will be proud if your 
children learn these rules at 
home, then when you go out 
to eat, they will be well- 
mannered. 


Three ways to 

... teach a young child how to deal with not winning 


1. Lead by example and show 
him good sportsmanship, 
empathy for others, and the 
value of good effort, not results. 

2. Read books to him that 


illustrate how coming first isn't 
always important. 

3. Make sure he gets plenty of 
praise for trying, regardless of 
whether he wins or loses.

family meals and, with the 
popularity of TV dinners and 
fast food, it might be assumed 
that the value of families eating 
together has been forgotten, and 
it's children's manners that 
suffer as a result. 

It is important for parents to re- 
invest in traditional family 
rituals for the sake of their 
children's wellbeing. Parents 
need to encourage their children 
to sit around the table to teach 
them manners. Poor table 
manners could inhibit your 
children in later life, it's for that 


can do at the table. 

Most parents feel that 
responsibility for manners and 
social etiquette lies with them, 
and only a few parents think 
poor manners are a result of 
failing schools and teachers. 
Yet there is increasing demand 
for outside agencies to teach 
children manners. One such 
agency is Ready4Life, which 
runs courses for 16- 18-year-olds 
that include social etiquette 
classes among a mix of practical 
subjects and essential social 
skills. 


times a week - they learn so 
much from that, as it's not just 
about eating, it's the social 
niceties too." 

Davoren says some parents do 
expect schools to teach manners, 
but stresses: "That's not what 
they're there for. Parents are the 
first teachers for their children, 
and it's well worth teaching 
them manners yourself. 

"Good manners are about 
respecting the people around 
you. If you hold a door open for 
somebody, it makes you smile 
as well as them." 


He says parents should simply 
get children to sit down for 
family meals as often as 
possible, make them use a knife 
and fork and put them on the 
plate when they've finished, and 
persevere by making them say 
'please' and 'thank you'. 

"It's like potty training - 
suddenly it just clicks, and then 
you only have to remind them 
occasionally. 

"Simple things like saying good 
morning, please and thank you 
make such a big difference to 
people. Politeness begets good 
behaviour - there's a knock-on 
effect, and it gives children a lot 
of confidence. " Lisa Salmon

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Well, this year is almost half gone and the schools break up for 
their summer holidays in a few weeks The prime holiday 
season is approaching, but what options are available for your 
faithful friends? 


You can take them with you ! 

More feasible for dogs than 
cats. But we know of quite a few 
cats which travel in motorhomes 
with their owners across Europe. 
Dogs, and cats, are welcome at 
most camp sites, although they 
will have to be tethered when on 
site. You can get great devices 
called “Stake-Out Spikes” which 
drill into the ground which you 
can tie your dog to. Make sure 
that your pet has it’s passport 
ready if it is travelling across the 
continent. 

If you are travelling with your 
pet in a car, it is advisable to have 
it strapped in, you can get car 
harnesses for dogs which enable 
you to use the car seatbelt to se- 
cure your pet into the car. It is a 
legal requirement in Spain to have 
your dog tethered, and for your 
own peace of mind, if you have 
an accident, then an untethered 
dog may wander off, frightened 
and confused. 

Remember not to leave your 
dog in a parked car, even if you 
parked it in the shade when you 


left, the shade will 
move and a car can 
very quickly heat 
up like an oven. 

What is available 
if you can’t take 
your pet with you? 

Friends/rela- 
tives - they can 
look after your pets at your home 
or theirs. Make sure that they 
have all contact details for your 
vet, and any crucial medical his- 
tory. 

Pet / Housesitters - this can 
save putting on friends and rela- 
tives and has an added security 
bonus of having someone in your 
home while you are away. Your 
pets may be happier staying in 
their own environment. Always 
check references and arrange a 
convenient time for you and the 
pets to meet the pet sitter and to 
go through your pet’s routine; a 
time when you are not rushing out 
of the door to catch an aeroplane, 
because things will be missed 
when you are in a rush. 

Kennels and Catteries 

There is a large choice ofken- 
nels and catteries available, and 
you should find the time, well in 
advance, to go and check them. 
Y ou should be able to view with- 
out a prior appointment, but 
some have a set viewing time

Joseph Stowell, former Bible 
college president and a favorite 
Christian speaker of mine tells 
a wonderful story about his 
grandchildren. While shopping 
with their mother one day, his 
granddaughter saw a dress she 
really wanted to have. It was a 
sleeveless white dress covered 
with delicate yellow daisies. 
Immediately in love with the 
dress, the little girl begged her 
mother to buy it. But, since her 
mother had recently bought her 
daughter new clothes, the re- 
quest was denied; and a weepy, 
unhappy daughter accompa- 
nied her mother around the store 
to finish her shopping. Soon 
the little girl’s older brother 
whispered to his mother, “Can 
I buy the dress for Cate with my 
own money? ” Amazed by her 
son’s generous heart she al- 
lowed him to purchase the 
dress much to the delight of his 
little sister. 

Loving to dress up in frilly 
dresses, she paraded and 
twirled around the house for 
days feeling like aprincess in the 
newly acquired dress. The fact 
that her big brother had paid the 
price made her even more ex- 
cited to wear it. 

One day their mother called 
them to lunch and both children 
sat down to the table to enj oy a 
toasted cheese sandwich. As 
she had been now for several 
days in a row, Cate was wear- 
ing her favorite new dress. Dur- 
ing lunch, the little girl decided 
to eat her sandwich like she al- 
ways did, dipping each bite in 
ketchup. Just as she was about 


to dip the first bite, her eleven- 
year-old big brother grabbed her 
wrist and stopped her before she 
could reach the puddle of 
ketchup onher plate. “You can ’t 
eat ketchup in that new dress, 
Cate! I paid a lot of money for it 
and you will ruin it! ” 

We smile at a young boy's 
desire to sacrifice his own 
money to buy a treasure for his 
little sister. Our smile deepens 
as we see him protecting his in- 
vestment. Having paid a high 
price, it is only natural that he 
be interested in taking good care 
of the dress. What this boy did 
for his little sister is at least a lit- 
tle bit like what Jesus did for us. 
Of course, Christ’ s gift is incred- 
ibly more significant than a new 
dress. Jesus paid a great price to 
bless us with far more than we 
deserve. When we were lost and 
guilty before a holy God, con- 
demned and unable to help our- 
selves, Jesus willing accepted 
our punishment on the cross. 
His death made it possible for 
us to replace the dirty garments 
of sin with robes of righteous- 
ness. 

It is important that we under- 
stand the sacrifice Christ made 
and accept His beautiful, costly 
gift. Having invested deeply in 
my new “look” I can almost hear 
Jesus saying, “I paid a lot for 
you, don ’t say that... don ’t do 
that. ..don ’t think that way ... ”

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Portugal signs off for summer after Kuwaiti humiliation

The Portuguese Football Federation is 
richer by half a million dollars, but the 
national’s team outing to Kuwait has been 
both a footballing and a P.R. disaster. 
Fortunately, the game was only a ‘friendly’ 
and could stand the national team in good 
stead when facing ‘lesser’ opposition in 
the future. 


A draw against Kuwait, who 
like Portugal, was deprived of 
many of its stars has left a stain on 
the national team’s reputation. 

Admittedly, the most impor- 
tant of Portugal’ s games the past 
seven days was the clash against 
Belgium in Brussels in a qualify- 
ing match for Euro 2008, which 
it won 2- 1 . 

Having beaten the Belgians, 
Portugal is now in a strong posi- 
tion to qualify from their quali- 
fying Group A, and possibly can 
be excused for failing to produce 
their usual dose of magic on Tues- 
day evening in the 40-degree 
desert heat. 

Portugal has played seven of 
its 14 qualifying matches for 
Euro 2008 and is on 14 points, 
level with Serbia and F inland, who 
have played one extra match. 

Poland leads the group, five 
points ahead of Portugal, but has 
played nine games. 

The Poles, the only team to 


have beaten Portugal so far, were 
expected to extend their lead at 
the top of the table, but were sub- 
j ected to a surprise loss to Arme- 
nia, who had been bottom of this 
eight-nation group from which 
two teams will qualify. 

Incidentally, Portugal’s next 
international commitment will be 
on August 22 when they are 
hosted by Armenia. 

Portugal’s draw against Ku- 
wait and Poland’ s loss to the Ar- 
menians will hopefully ensure 
the national team does not take 
their next opponents for granted, 
and produce a performance com- 
parable to those the nation has 
grown accustomed to the past 
three years. 

But the second week in Sep- 
tember is set to be decisive for 
Portugal’s aspirations to qualify 
for Euro 2008. 

On September 8, Portugal will 
have the chance for revenge when 
they host the Poles which will 


be followed four days later, also 
here in Portugal, with a match 
against Serbia, against whom 
Portugal drew in Belgrade earlier 
this year.
